|nicipal civic groups would be per- 
‘mitted to name a commission 
'member from their ranks. City 
Council would name a member, 
as would the City Board of Edu- 
cation.

Civic groups to be represented 
are: 

The Central Atlanta Improve 
ment Association, the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, the At- 
lanta League of Women Voters, 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades.

GI Insurance 
Change Plan 


Widows of World War II vet- 
erans may change the method of 
payment of proceeds of their Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance pol- 
icies to provide a guaranteed life 
income, Veterans’ Administration 
officials here have announced. 

The privilege of changing the 
mode of settlement will allow ben- 
eficiaries of servicemen who died 
before Sept. 30, 1944, to take ad- 
| vantage of the life income feature 
which was not available at that 
time. Deadline for exercising the 
privilege is Aug. 1, 1948. 

Beneficiaries whose payments 
began between Sept. 30, 1944, and 
Aug. 1, 1946, but who were un- 
aware of the life income privilege, 
may change to the life income op- 
tion within 60 days after being 
notified by VA that they have a 
right to make the change. 

Beneficiaries of NSLI policy- 
holders who died after Aug. 1, 
1946, may also elect to change 
their mode of settlement to life 
income, but the change must be 
requested before the first death 
payment is received.

Employment 
Trend Stable 
In Atlanta 


The employment trend for 
March in the Atlanta area was 
~eharacterized by general stability 
for both male and female work- 
ers, the Georgia State Employ- 
ment Service announced in its 
monthly report of labor market 
developments. 

Eighteen out of 105 establish- 
ments surveyed reported layoffs 
totaling 364 workers, slightly more 
than the number of accessions. 
The current estimate of.local ur 
employment is now 14,000. This 
figure is expected to remain. rea- 
gonably stable for the next few 
months and will begin a gradual 
decline to coincide with the open- 
ing of new plants, the reports said. 

Only one industry surveyed re- 
ported an anticipated reduction in 
force in the near future. This re- 
duction will affect the manufac- 
ture of commercial chemicals and 
is the result of a normal seasonal 
pattern, the report added. 

Reports from establishments 
representing an eighth of the to- 
tal employment within the area 

ndicate a need for 1,000 addition- 
2! workers during the next four 
months. The largest anticipated 
expansion is within industries sup- 
plying building materials. 

As of March 1, the Atlanta of- 
fice of the Georgia State Employ- 
ment Service had on file approxi- 
mately 1,700 job openings, more 
than one-fourth of which were in 
manufacturing establishments. Re- 
tail trade openings amounted to 
$50.

Henry A. Wallace’s attacks in England on American Foreign policy 
drew sharp reply Saturday in United States Senate, but the former 
Vice President continued his verbal tongue-lashing of President Tru- 
man’s plan to aid Greece and Turkey against Communism when he 
declared at Manchester it was a commitment to “rush to the aid of 
every dictator who hoisted the anti-Communist skull and bones.” 


The Big Four Foreign Ministers 
in Moscow, meantime, decided for- 
mally to abandpn their efforts to 
settle Germany's political future 
at the present conference. 

Diplomatic eyes of the world 
siso focused on. Greece, ‘where 
desperate Leftist guerrilla bands 
were attempting to Break out of a 
government encirclement in the 
mountains of Northerm Thessaly 
as armies of King Paul sought to 
crush them 

In war-torn China, Government 
leaders were reported fleeing the 
railway junction of Shikiachwang, 
172 miles southwest of. Peiping. 
Arfillery shells were reported 
bursting within the city as a force 
of 10,000 Communist troops at- 
tacked. 

At Lake Success, N. Y., where 
United Nations delegates were 
struggling for accords to safe- 
guard the peace of the world, in- 
dications pointed toward resump- 
tion of the touchy matter of se- 
lecting a Governor for the City 
of Trieste. The issue had been 
stalled for several weeks because 
Russian delegates had no instruc- 
tions from Moscow. 

Spurring the attack against Wal- 
lace were Sens. George, Democrat, 
Georgia, and Vandenberg, Repub- 
lican, Michigan. 

George, of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, remarked that Wal- 
lace’s attitude is “most harmful 
to the purposes and policies of 
our country.” He added that Wal- 
lace “does not correctly interpret 
the sentiment of the American 
people and apparently does not 
understand what his own people 
are thinking.” 

Vandenberg, Chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee and a leader in the bi-partisan 
foreign policy, said: 

“Tl think it is a shocking thing 
when an American citizen goes 


abroad to speak against his own)

“T suggest that the important 
thing is not what Mr. Wallace will 
do in 1948 but what he is doing 
in 1947.”

There were choked sobs and 
rmoist eyes as Basil O'Connor, the 
Foundation President and one- 
time law partner of the late 
President, related events leading 
up to Mr. Roosevelt's death. 
“He was our dearest friend,” 
gafd O'Connor. “Two years ago he 
came here to sit and rest a while. 
He was tired—very tired. If it 
could be rightly said that one man 
carried the weight of the world 
on his shoulders—Franklin OD. 
Roosevelt had been doing just 


that.” 

And so Frank D. Roosevelt 
came to Warm Springs to rest, 
and it was here that he died. 

©'Connor described Mr.. Roose- 
velit as a man who believed that 
permanent world peace is pos- 
sible, a man who lived by a faith 
in the goodness of humanity every 
moment of his life, a man who

mend safety standards for school buses to eliminate potential “death 
traps” now being used to transport students. 


Claude Purcell, Director of 
Transportation for the State Edu- 
cation Department, disclosed Sat- 
urday the Superintendents will be 
asked for recommendations which 
will be submitted to the State 


‘Board of Education. 


About one-third of Georgia’s 


school buses would be “death 
traps” if wrecked while carrying 
children, Purcell said. 


He referred to a 1947 General 
Assembly act, regarding State as- 
sistance in the payment, of bus 
drivers, which authorizes. the 
Georgia Board of Education to en- 
force minimum standards of 
safety. 


Removal of unsafe buses, how- 
ever, will not be immediate be- 
cause the Board cannot set stand- 
ards for buses already in service. 

The Education Department 
hopes most of the unsafe buses— 
mainly those with wooden bodies 
or canvas tops—will wear out in 
the near future. Replacements 
may be regulated. 


A set of standards will be dis-

Atlanta: Air Hub of the South, 
seen In Recent CAB Ruling 


By HOWELL JONES 
Civil Aeronautics Board certificates to Southern Airways for 
three trans-Southern feeder routes, and the addition of new trunk 
routes in the South for Eastern and Delta Air Lines have enhanced 
Atlanta’s position in aviation circles. 


The CAB action recently was 


‘announced in Washington. 


The decision opens the way for 


‘the Municipal Airport to become 


a giant southern hub from which 
15 routes will operate over the 
Southern States. No other city in 
the South can claim such a prom- 
ising outlook; Few cities in the 
nation boast of such service. 


The expansion will bring air 
lines available to sections of the 
South heretofore without such 
service. 

Southern, a comparatively new 
airline, was granted a three-year 
certificate to carry passengers, 
freight and mail between Mem- 
phis, Tenn., Tupelo and Columbus, 
Miss.; Tuscaloosa, Birmingham 
and Gadsden, Ala.; Atlanta and 
Athens; Greenwood, Greenville, 
Spartanburg and Rock Hill, 5. C., 
and Charlotte, N. C. Southern also 
was permitted routes between At- 
lanta and LaGrange, Columbus, 
Albany, Moultrie, Valdosta and 
Jacksonville, Fla., and between 
Columbus, Macon, Augusta, 
Orangeburg, S. C., and Charleston. 


Southern’s President, Frank 
Hulse, a native of Augusta, said 
the Company expected to inaugu- 
rate service within several months. 
Most of the equipment needed for 
operation of the new routes is on 
hand, Hulse added that some time 
probably will be needed to train 
personnel in compliance with CAB 
regulations. 

Southern general offices and 
shops, now located in Birming- 
ham, Ala., will be moved to At- 
lanta, The Company’s airport con- 
tract here extends until 1959.

Sheats Hits Purging of Jury 
As ‘A Dangerous Precedent’ 


Former Fulton County Attorney Harold Sheats declared Saturday 
the County Jury Commission had set a “dangerous precedent in purg 
ing members of the Grand Jury for any reason other than criminal 


violation.” 

At the same time, Preston Sum- 
ner, member of the Fulton Jury 
Commission, said he was sur- 
prised to learn of the “purge” of 
the 23 jurymen. 

Both statements followed an an- 
nouncement that all 23 members 
of the September-October, 1946, 
Grand Jury had been “purged” 
from the list’ of jurors who will 
serve during the next two years. 

“T do not think it was an acci- 
dent that all 23 members were left 
off the list,” Sheats said. “You 
may draw your own conclusions, 
but I think this action by the Jury 
Committee was based on one, or 
all of three things: the Grand 
Jury’s recommendation of Fulton 
Police Chief Mitchell 
(who was later replaced by a new 
Chief); the Grand Jury’s recom- 
mendations on labor; and the 
Grand Jury’s recommendation 
that a full-time County Attorney 
be named.” 


DANGEROUS PRECEDENT 

“I think it is a dangerous prec- 
edent for the Jury Commission to 
purge any member. It de- 
stroys the independence of the 
Grand Jury.” Sheats said the 
Grand Jury could not function as 
it shduld with a threat like this 
hanging over its head.

No amount of lecturing will bring 
down costs. ~ : 
Reducing the price of steel by five per- 
cent would not solve the cost of living.

~ or refrigerators, would find his cost per 
motor, rail, car or refrigerator reduced no 
more than three or four cents per item 
with a steel reduction of five percent. 
Such a reduction would mean an increased 
profit to him and no possible decrease in 
the cost of living for the consumer. 

By the same token, 
money into the market, either by wage 
increases or by the theoretical gift of a 
philanthropist, will not reduce the cost of 
living.

More money provided to compete for 

carrots, butter, bread, meat and eggs sim- 
ply means higher prices. 
_.The original sin, now that we are 
blessed with hindsight, seems to have been 
two government actions, the increase of 
wages on an 18% cents per hour pattern, 
without. considering cost increases, and, 
more important, the quick abandonment 
of the rationing system. which, however 
much we disliked it, was fair. 

It is obvious today that the government 
cannot abandon its responsibility. for the 
welfare of the people. But it also is ob- 
vious that the problem is to discover a 
way to use the government as a guiding 
force and not as a substitute for ree 
enterprise. 

It is folly to, discuss steel without also 
discussing agriculture. Our food produc- 
tion and our acreage use are up just as is 
our production of steel.

Steel. and food are the two basic facts 
of our economy. 


We have seen that wage increases don’t 
buy more of the known and positive 
quantity of food. We see that wages in- 
creased by more than twice the increase 
in cost of steel, still don’t buy more food. 
We are also face to face with the fact that 
the investors who make possiblé a private 
enterprise system, which the labor unions 
themselves admit is the best system in 
which- they can operate, have a right to 
expect from the system a fair return on 
their investment. 


The farmer, long abused by being left 
in a more or less free market while indus- 
try protected itself with tariffs and export 
and import controls, has seen grow up 
about him a patchwork of complex sub- 
sidies and controls, 


They worked disastrously this year in 
potatoes. 


* Thousands of tons of potatoes rotted be- 
cause the government subsidy for farmers 
producing potatoes made them too high to 
handle. The farmer would prefer a reor- 
ganization of the economic system which 
would allow him to make a profit with- 


out resort to subsidies. 


Export of food, with a consequent re- 
duction in the amount of food available 
for domestic use, has been the chief factor 
in keeping up prices. Subsidies, the in- 
creased amount of money available for 


buying the amount of food for sale, are 


other reasons. 


Not until the crops come in and the 
demands of hungry people are reduced by 
their own production, will food prices 
really break. That should come about in 
three months. 


Free enterprise, using the government 
merely as a directing agency, could, with 
profit to industry and agriculture, find 
a way to the happy situation of .good 
wages and low prices. Lectures and small 
price reductions in steel or automobiles, 
gratifying as they are, really will not in- 
crease the laying capacity of a hen or 
triple the amount of beef or wheat. Nor 
will increased wages, in the existing situa- 
tion, work a miracle of the loaves and 
fishes. 


Prices will come down. But not with- 
out a headache. Industry, which wanted 
all controls abolished, claiming prices 
would fall, is frightened and concerned. 
Planning, that much-hated word, has got 


to come back into our economic vocabu- 


lary.

The statistic is rather startling. The number 
of persons listed on police records as missing 
from their homes in Atlanta. According to the 

story by er McCartney, in February and March of this year 
141 such persons faded out of their normal pictures and walked into 
the obscurity of the “‘missing” in Atlanta. 

That is an average of more than two per day. Do a little mathe- 
matics on populations and proportions and you begin to guess how 
many thousands try, at least, to escape out of their destined roles 
in life by running away into the unknown. 

Of course, as McCartney pointed out, a large proportion of those 
reported as missing are only temporarily gone from their regular 
places. In the first place, 40 of the 141 were located by police or 
others and their cases so concluded in police records. Again, un- 
doubtedly many of the remaining 101 have Jong since returned to 
their homes, but friends or familtes neglected to so inform the police, 
so that the cases are still open on the “missing persons” file at 
headquarters. 

Some, however, even though only a few, undoubtedly dis- 
appear and do not return, at least for years, some never. 


It is interesting to speculate on the emotional pressures which 
induce a man, a woman, .a boy or a girl to run away from all 
who know them and seek’ to start life anew under a new, assumed 
personality. 


Probably everyone, at some time or other 
Debts? Problems? in life, has felt a desire to run away 
from something or other. From family squabbles, from personal 
entanglements, from smothering debts, from the very monotony of 
daily existence. The lure of the far places is always the lure of 
the romantic. The other fellow’s job always appeals as more inter- 
esting than the work we do ourselves and which has become bor- 
ing by daily repetition. 

The policeman looks upon the sales clerk and considers the 
beauty of the goods to be sold and thinks how much more exciting 
it would be to work in such surroundings than to walk the same 
lonely, tiring and depressing beat day after day.

‘Rev.’ Smith Didn't 
Find Coffee Friendly 


I sat in a tiny country church near Douglas 

Thursday night and Saturday afternoon and 

with a sickening feeling, witnessed what, to me, 

was a desecration of the church. Two men who called themselves 

preachers opened a hate meeting with prayer and called upon God 

to help them transform this peaceful South Georgia area into a 

racial war camp. Then they passed the hat for money and pre 
pared to leave town. 


The preachers of this community were sickened over the spec- 
tacle of a fraud putting on such a show in a church. The sheriff 
and city officials denied these hate-mongers the use of city or 
county facilities to hold their meetings, so they moved into a rural 
church, of all places. The sheriff and city officials said they were 
acting under pressure of an aroused public indignation over the 
appearance of this nationally known agitator. 

The agitator, himself, tried to put on a witch-hunt in this rural 
South Georgia community and say that Communistic agents from 
Atlanta and New York had been working here for two weeks pre 
ceding his coming, in order to work up opposition, but editors 
of opposing political faiths put the Le to this, The Coffee County 
Progress, anti-Talmadge paper, and the Douglas Enterprise, Ta!- 
madge supporter, said there had been no agents here. The editors 
said the town flamed in spontaneous resentment the minute it 
saw an advertisement in the Enterprise of the proposed meeting. 


Gerald L. K. Smith, notorious. America Firster, leader of the 
so-called Christian Crusade to Fight Communism and Protect 
White Supremacy, and disciple of the late Huey Long, apparently 
thought he saw a chance to preach his doctrine and collect money 
in Georgia which had just gone through a political campaign based 
on racial hatred. He said he was brought here by Roy McCallum, 
a misguided young man who used to preach in Coffee County 
before studying in Texas under Frank Norris and meeting Smith. 


McCallum became so converted by Smith's witch-hunting that 
he came back to Douglas the other day and asked an astonished 
Ordinary to “give me a list of all the licenses you have issued 
for marriages of whites to blacks.” The incensed lady Ordinary 


ordered him out of her office. 

’ ° Smith attempted to draw around him the 
Talmadge Cloak cloak of Talmadgeism. He predicted that 
enemies of Herman Talmadge and the late Eugene Talmadge wouid 
fight his appearance in Coffee County. He did not mention that 
Herman Talmadge canc@lled a/sspeaking tour when he learned 
Smith was to co-star, nor did he observe the absence of young 
Talmadge from the Coffee County meeting. Some anti-Talmadge 
people suspected Talmadge would welcome the Smith meeting, 
taking political advantage of any strife Smith could stir up. 

Talmadge leaders in Coffee County, however, were among 
loudest protestants of Smith's coming. 

While the town was riled with Smith giving him unfortunate 
publicity through his unwelcomed visit, cooler heads at Douglas 
wished the matter had been handled differently. They said Smith 
was not in a fertile field in Coffee County and they had hoped his 
coming could have been entirely ignored. They pointed out that 
Smith thrived on opposition and helped create disturbances in 
order to draw crowds. Smith inadvertently admitted this when 
he reminisced with newspapermen over the many times and places 
his meetings had been banned or picketed. 

Putting it mildly, Coffee County did not appreciate Smith's visit.

4 teur archaeologists, speaking of arrowheads and 
BO is * Indians, and if those who don’t care for such 
matters will bear with us a while, we will discuss the matter briefly 
again today. 

It may sound silly to be talking about arrowheads in the day 
of the atomic bomb. But things move fast, and the time may come 
when a race from some other star will browse about in the debris 
of this civilization and ponder upon a people who managed to de- 
stroy themselves by the use of a simple little process called atomic 
fission. These ‘people, of course, will know the secret of a more 
terrible weapon, They will know how to tear an enemy planet from 
its moorings and send it hurtling into the fires of the sun. In fact, 
cosmic space will have become somewhat vatfint, so many smaller 
universes having been so destroyed (though an interplanetary coun- 
cil is at work trying to outlaw the use of the principle), But to get 


on with the mail: 

Mrs. Elizabeth C. Jones, of Mimosa Lane, Route 7, 
Jerk Hazard West Pace’s Ferry Road, writes of a fabulous stone 
that lies off the highway, left from Silver City, near Cumming. She 
believes that it should be made accessible to the public, for it bears 
markings made by a race which lived in Georgia long before the 
Indians migrated here from the West—a race that survived only in 
blurred legends of the Cherokees. 

It is a most fascinating stone, marked with curious marks (lI 
made a trip to see it last year). But I’m fairly glad that few folk 
know where it jis. 

At Track Rock Gap, near Blairsville, there are other stones 
marked perhaps by the same race. But you can hardly trace the 
form of the markings on these ancient petroglyphs. The jerks have 
been there and over the old marks they have carved their names 
and their addresses and their telephone numbers and such legends 
as “Kilroy was here.’ And the female jerks have immortalized 
themselves by scrawling their names upon the rocks with lipstick. 
So it is perhaps for the best that the rock near Silver City lies 
almost unknown. It would be unwise to build a good road to it, 
and publicize it, unless at the same time a man with a club could 
be stationed there, night and day, to beat off the vandals. 

. Another who likes arrowheads, and philosophical 
Peace Pipes meditation upon their history, is Craig Orr, of 
Carr’s Hill, near Athens, who lives where his great-great-grandfather 
first settled in 1787. He has a collection of arrow points and 
pipes, gathered over 35 years, and he is particularly proud of his 
stone pipes, which he invites me to come and see. I want to, but 
I have learned one thing about Indian pipes. They are fine to 
contemplate, but only an Indian could smoke one. I tried it once. 
In an effort to understand a little about the pleasures of my van- 
ished red brother, I «ut a cane stem for an Indian pipe, stuffed it 
with tobacco, and fired it up. It smoked fine for a few puffs and 
then my throat felt as if I had swallowed a blow torch. The raw, 
burning soreness was over in a couple of days, but the hoarseness 
lasted a week. I know now why the Indians called it a peace pipe. 
After a couple of puffs they were too sick to fight. 

From W. H. Gudger at Ellijay comes:a card correcting me on 
one point. “You have the wrong idea as to how arrowheads were 
made,” writes Mr. Gudger. “An old man who lived here when 
the Indians were here told me, years ago, how they were made. 
They were not chipped to the proper shape with another stone. The 
way they made them was by heating the flint rock and dropping 
water on it. Each drop, falling on the hot flint, chipped off a tiny 
piece, which indeed required great patience and great skill.” 

That, I am frank to admit, is a procedure of which I had never 
heard.

“I'm trying to build the staff in the same manner as I 
would a ball club,” he said. “In getting a team together, a 
manager will look over as many ball players as possible and 
then select the best. That is the way I hope to improve our 
umpires. 

“Of course.” he continued, “this is not a quick solution 
to the problem. It will take time, but I hope some improve- 


ment will be made each year.” 


A Rule of Cloture 


For the past several years there has been 

a continuous campaign in all baseball to 

the game. The idea is that nothing leaves a more 
taste in “the paying customer’s mouth than a fast, 

snappy contest lasting about an hour and 45 minutes. 

It makes him come back for more. And there is nothing 

worse than a long, drawn-out affair which seems like it will 


never end. 

The responsibility for speeding up play rests with the 
umpires, but they alone cannot do the whole job. Managers 
and players also have to make their contribution. 

One idea now being toyed with by Mr. Hurth is the outlawing 
arguing about called balls and strikes. + 
Actually. such a plan would not be outlawing, but rather a 
enforcement of the rules. Rule 58 of the Official Playing 
Rules states: “Under no circumstances shall a manager, captain 
or player dispute the accuracy of the umpire’s judgment and 
decision of a play.” 

A called ball or strike is strictly the umpire’s judgment, 

and protest is clearly against the rules. 

A manager or player does not dispute the umpire’s decision 
in hopes of getting it changed, but rather in hopes of getting 
the next close one called in his favor. Such arguments slow up 
the playing of the game and could well be done away with. 

The International League enforces Rule 58 as far as 
called balls and strikes are concerned, and play is speeded 
up considerably... 

Hurth has no intention of enforcing this rule’ without the 
approval of the club owners. In fact, he is undecided whether 
he will even submit it to them for approval, but he is con- 
sidering the idea. 

Personally. we believe it an excellent idea and hope the 
owners take the initiative in inaugurating the pla".

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By John Erskine 


HE fairy tales of the Danish poet, 

Hans Christian Andersen, were 

published in their first install- 
ment 23 years after the Nursery and 
' Household stories of Jacob Grimm, 
in 1835.' Andersen was no imitator 
of the Grimm brothers, and there is 
an easily recognized difference be- 
tween their fairy tales and his. He 
was a poet rather than a student of 
folklore. Though he drew oh popu- 
lar legend, he used the material, as 
a poet or novelist would. to express 
his own opinions about life. 

Generations of children and 
grown-ups have loved him for his 
happy disposition, for the fun he 
pokes at foolish human beings, and for 
the theatrical glamour he manages 
to cast over the simplest plots. 

Born the son of an invalid shoe- 
maker, his early years were hard. 
Almost the first thing we learn of 
his childhood is his fondness for the 
puppet theatre which he made for 
himself. Later on he hoped to be an 
actor, an opera singer, a dancer. Fail- 
ing in these ambitions, he wrote poet- 
ry and fiction, but his genius found 
itself in the fairy tales, the first in- 
stallment of which appeared in 1835. 

During the long years of unsuc- 
cessful struggle he accumulated what 
in another kind of person would have 
been bitter res@éntment against the 
selfishness and the stupidity of the 
rich and pampered. 

In him these feelings were trans- 
muted into gentile sarcasm and good 
natured teasing. ‘The characters in 
his stories resemble the peisonages 
on the operatic stage; even if their 
behavior is villainous, we _ enjoy 
spending the evening with them, par- 
ticularly if they are able to sing well. 
For example: 

There was once a prince of mar- 
riageable age. He knew it was time 
he married a princess, but he was 
difficult to please. He wanted a real 
princess. She must be sincere, with 
a sense of humor. She must be demo- 
cratic, yet fastidious and refined in 
her taste. 

Every reader likes the prince—at 
first. As the story moves on we see 
just what he meant by‘sincerity and 
refinement. . 

Having searched the world in vain 
for his ideal, he came home for a 
brief rest before starting out again. 
One rainy night he was busy in a 
comfortable chair by the hearth, 
munching a ripe apple and reading 
an old adventure story. 

There was a terrific knock at the 
castle gate. The prince was too ab- 
sorbed to notice, but the king, his 
father, whose mind was empty, went 
out to see who was there. It was a 
young woman, impatient and _irrit- 
able. The rain soaked her hair, ran 
down her neck, and dripped from her 
clothes. When the king, for form’s 
sake, asked who she was, she said 
she was a princess. 

“A real one?” 

The question annoyed her, but 
she explained that if the quality didn’t 
show, it was because the dampness 
took the wave out of her hair. The 
king left her in the downpour until 
he could fetch his son. 

The prince gave one look, and 
went to find the queen. “She claims 
she’s a real princess, mother. but the 
rain has taken the starch of royalty 
out of her, and whether she’s an im- 
postor, how can I tell?” 

“Son, she will stay the night with 
us. I'll inspect the guest room. to be 
sure it’s in order.” 

First the queen took all the clothes 
off the bed. Then she laid on the 
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mattress a. single pea, hard and dry. 
Then she‘ placed over the pea 20 

attresses, and upon the mattresses 
20 feather beds. 

When the visiting 
dried the rain off her, they all sat 
down to a plate of hot soup. After- 
wards the king entertained hér with 
old memories, chiefly about unseason- 
able weather, until the princess could 
keep her eyes open no longer. Then 
they brought a laader, and the prin- 
cess climbed up, gave a happy sigh, 
and relaxed on the top of the. bed. 

But when she care to breakfast 
next morning, her eves were red and 
her manner indicated discontent. 

“Did you sleep well?” asked the 
king, who had no other fornrula for 
greeting a guest. 

“I didn’t sleep a wink! There was 
a hard, sharp substance somewhere 
in the bed. Whichever way I turned, 


princess had

I seemed to be lying on it. I am 
black and blue all over!” 

At this point the queen smiled 
broadly. When opportunity served, 
she assured her son that no princess 
could possibly be more genuine. Only 
a perfect princess could have felt so 
small an object under all those mat- 
tresses. Those who move in the high- 
est society are delicate and sensitive, 
and for that reason are much given 
to complaint, and are almost impos- 
sible to please. 

The prince, delighted with the 
demonstration, married the princess. 

Be it noted that Hans Christian 
Andersen helped out his story by 
making the queen as intelligent as 


and Proved Her Royal Breeding 
to the Complete Satisfaction of 
the King and His Choosy Heir.

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few have had some money, but none 
nearly as much as her husband. 

The recent marriage of Susan 
Stephenson Schrafft to Carlos Guinle 
of Brazil is in some respects typical 
of the others. Susan, 23, whose sis- 
ter, Martha, married bandleader Hal 
Kemp and film star Victor Mature, 
is prominent in cafe society. 

She has been a model and singer.

The Guinle fortune is said to be 
the largest in Brazil. It comes from 
colfee, steel, banks, shipping, real 
estate and hotels. 


The Guinle penthouse, atop the 
family’s Copacabana Hotel in Rio de 
Janeiro, is considered the most elab- 
orate in the world. 

It can house at least three large 
families, and the vast terraces around 
it are so thickly bedded with top-soil 
that the lawns grow tropical trees as 
well as plants.

Alfonso Pardo -is celebrated for 
the parties he givés for South Ameri- 
can visitors and North American 
models, also for diving under a slow 
moving train and bobbing up un 
scathed. He took the dive to per- 
suade Ann Ryan, a model, to marry 
him. - She did, eventually. 

A year later they began 
each other for separation. 

It looked for a while as if Col. 
Gonzalo Gomez, 47, son of the late 
dictator of Venezuela, would Jead the 
playboy field. He married 19-year-old 
showgirl Joyce Matthews and hired 
a special train for the honeymoon. 
with room for 30 entertainers he was 
taking along. 

After this laudable start, it came 
as a blow to cafe society to learn 
that the train ride was off. Joyce 
had left the colonel within 48 hours 
after the wedding. ‘This is probably 
a record for brevity among the typi- 
cally brief North-South marriages. In 
three months they were divorced. 

Most of the North American 
brides have been married more than 
once, before or after the advent of 
the South American spouses. It is to 
be noted, however, that none married 
more than one South American, so 
far as the record shows. 

One South American, though, has 
married three North Americans. 

He is Macoco—Martin de Alzaga 
Unzue—most celebrated playboy of 
the lot.

Next came blond Kay Williams, 
once called the most beautiful mode] 
in the world.

Eventually Kay divorced him and. 
just as the playboy was proposing 
remarriage, married Adolph Spreck- 
els, Jr., of the sugar fortune, not 
long ago. 

Perhaps the one really glamour- 
ous South American bridegroom was 
Arturo Peralta Ramos. Ramos mar- 
ried Millicent Rogers Salm back in 
1927. He had the Valentino type of 
shieck-haired charm and $430 a month. 
Millicent had her own brand of glam- 
our, including a $500,000 wedding gift 
from her father. 

That marriage,

4a E ARE such stuff as 
dreams are made on,” Said 
Shakespeare, and he was 
as good a psychologist as he was a 
poet. Dreams are important indica- 
tions of your mental health: 

In order that psychiatrists and 
psychologists may study the dreams 
of their patients, the dreams must be 
put into words by the dreamer. In 
being recounted, they undergo 
change. After the telling, the dreamer 
is often asked tO give the associations 
which occur to him or to tell. what 
some element in the dream reminds 
him of. It is sometimes possible to 
judge the nature of the meanings 
from these replies. 

Research on dream interpretation 
is still in its infancy but enough is 
known of the human mind today to 
know that the interpretations of 
dreams in the ordinary “dream 
books” ‘are foolish and untenable. 

A young woman recently reported 
a dream to me. She dreamed she 
was the only woman passenger on 
a crowded bus. The bus swerved 
around a corner and hung precari- 
ously on the edge of a high cliff. 
At that moment she looked back and 
saw somebody telephoning in the rea: 
of the bus. Then she awoke, great- 
ly troubled by her dream. 

Sne was determined to find out 
if the dream had any particular sig- 
nificance so she baught half a dozen 
books that purport to interpret 
dreams They're all alike, listing 
dream -subjects alphabetically: ab- 
sence, actress, adoption, alms, etc., 
and then providing the supposed 
meaning of such items. 

Even if she could decide which 
was the key to her dream, she found 
that she would be no nearer a solu- 
tion since the same entry had a dif- 
ferent meaning in each of the books. 

She gave up in disgust. Some 
weeks later she mentioned the mat- 
ter to me. I was able to interpret 
her dream for her, but only because 
of the knowledge I had of her back- 
ground. She has always placed much 
emphasis on romance, and it was the 
men why provided the answer in this 
case: n another person a similar 
dream might have meant something 
different. The point I want to make is 
that dreams mean little unless they 
are coupled with a proper diagnosis 
of the psychology of the dreamer. 

To be sure, there are certain fa- 
miliar dream patterns which have a 
generally -accepted connotation. 
Dreams of falling indicate a strong 
feeling of anxiety and _ insecurity.

Dreams of flying seem to go with a 
will to dominate. 

Dream books are just about as old 
as the ability to express thoughts in 
symbols. Some of the earliest hiero- 
glyphics concern themselves with 
dreams. Not long after the birth of 
Christ, Artemidorus Daldianus wrote 
a book called Oneirocitica, or “The 
Interpretation of Dreams.” 

Literally hundreds of. them are 
being published today. They agree 
on practically nothing. Many people 
dream of angels, so I looked that up 
and discovered: 

(1) To see an angel 
you denotes great joy. 

(2) To dream of an angel relates 
to a changed condition in the near 
future; tells of good news and a pos- 
Sible legacy in a short time. 

(3) ...gives an increase of knowl- 
edge, faith and wisdom, with brilliant 
prospects for the future,

(4) To see an angel is good, to 
dream you're one yourself is much 
better. But to speak with or call 
upon them is of evil significance. 

(5) A pleasant dream in which 
angels figure is a hint of a legacy 
from someone you do not Know. 

To dream of hay, according to 
which book you consulted, could pre- 
sage accidents of a dangerous kind, 
pleasure and domestic happiness, the 
successful completion of a love affair 
or an invitation to merry-making. 

Some authorities believe that 
dreams have a curative value—that 
just as spontaneous curative agents 
spring up in our bodies to ward off 
harm, so do dreams play a vital part 
in our preserving mental health. 

Dreams are symbolic and may 
stand for the dreamer’s frustrations 
and worries. Some of them may be 
simply a residue of his day. There 
is a theory that we never dream any- 
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thing we have not been reminded of 
during the previous 24 hours. You 
will say, “But I often dream of some- 
thing that happened away back in 
my childhood.” Of course you do, but 
you probably have. seen or thought of 
something during the day which 
brought back that almost forgotten 
event you relived in your dream. 

Don't try to remember your 
dreams several hours after awaken- 
ing. By that time your dream has 
probably assumed in your mind some 
logical sequence dreams don’t have. 

Keep a pad of paper and a pencil 
at your bedside. When you awaken, 
lie still for a few minutes and see 
if you can recall everything that 
transpired during your dreams. Write 
it all down. 

Many people worry about dreams 
when there is no need in it. See them. 
for what they are and enjoy them if 
you want to, and with a little train- 
ing by specialists you may be able to 
interpret more of them yourself. 
But forget them rather than put any 
credence in dream books.

EGULARLY, twice a year, a letter addressed 

to Mrs. John Matson, of Bead, Oregon, 

emerged from the frozen. wilderness of 
Alaska. The letters were from her husband. 

Despite the fact that this was their only means 
of communication, the Matsons remained for 13 
years aS happily married a couple as you could 
hope to find. 

Last year something unprecedented happened: 
only one letter came in. By fall, Mrs. Matson 
was worried. 

“Something’s happened to my Johnny,” she 
told friends. 

The word spread through her home town and 
beyond. People stopped each other in the street 
to say that Johnny Matson was late with his bi- 
annual letter. Oregon's Governor, Ear! Snell, 
finally heard about it and passed the news along 
to the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, asking 
them to check up on Johnny. 

Before they started the search, Mrs. Matson 
was in an airplane,,winging anxiously north 
toward the Klondike. She had made the trip 
before, but not by air.

A jump ahead of 
her and the red-coated Mounties, a trapper had 
found Johnny Matson’s dead body. Old age had 
overtaken and dragged him down on the trail, 
seven miles from the lonely cabin, which had been 
his home for over half a century.

Johnny lookéd at the date of the paper. It 
was three-years old.

Arrived in Dawson City, she began doing a 
vaudeville turn in the Savoy dance hall. The 
same year Johnny Matson fell in love with her 
she fell in love, but not with him. Alexander 
Pantages, the Greek waiter, was the only man 
for her. With her earnings, she staked him in 
his first major business venture, the purchase of 
Dawson’s Orpheum. Theater. 

“IT worked on commission, same as the rest 
of the girls,” she later told a friend, Pau! Hos- 
mer. “Champagne was $15 a pint and I got W 
per cent of the checks I turned in. I made $100 
to $150 a night on commissions alone. One night 
I made $750 for just sitting and talking to a lone- 
some miner.” 

In 1901, with Pantages and a girl named Flo 
togers, Kate took a trip to San Francisco. On 
the way, she bought a tiny theater in Victoria, 
B. C. , Pantages told her she was throwing her 
money away. Then the profits began to roll in 
and he followed her lead and bought himself a 
theater in Seattle. 

Still deeply in love with him, Kate was playing 
in a Spokane stage show, when She learned that 
he had been married for four days to Lois Men- 
denhall, a California girl whom she knew. It was 
the cruelest blow she had ever suffered. “I went 
all to pieces,” she said. 

From then on, until Johnny Matson’s letter 


arrived, her life was a Series of unavailing efforts | 


to forget Pantages. She tasted success, as a 
vaudeville headliner, and she tasted failure and 
poverty, as a restaurant dishwasher and laundress 
for a lumber camp. Both tasted equally bitter. 
After one lucky streak she bought a 320-acre 
homestead near Bend, Oregon. She thought the 
pleasures of country life might ease her heart- 
ache, but they didn't. 

Broke and almost starving on one occasion, 
she timidly approached Pantages for a loan. He 
was a wealthy man then, owner of a great chain 
of theaters. He gave her six dollars. 

The next time she saw him yas at the trial, 
which Johnny Matson read about in the paper. 
Pantages had become involved in a scandal and 
was humbled. He held out his hand to Kate. 

“T took it,” she said afterwards, “and I'm glad 
I did. They wanted to get me to testify against 
him, but I wouldn't do it. Win or lose, a sour-

Then she got Johnny’s letter. 

“It made me cry,” she said. “He told me he'd 
loved me all those years. He'd set me up on a 
pedestal and worshiped me, never even thinking 
of trying to meet me. Now, he said, if I’d marry 
him, his life would be complete. Well, I answered 
his letter.” 

She couldn’t remember ever having seen him, 
but she did remember hearing of him, for his 
taciturnity had been proverbial even in that coun- 
try of silent men. With more regard for euphony 
than for his Norwegian ancestry, other miners 
had dubbed him The Silent Swede of Dawson. 

Kate also remembered the Christmas Eve of 
1900, which he mentioned so reverently.

After getting her reply, Johnny bought him- 
self a new outfit of store clothes and went down 
to Vancouver, B. C. He was in his 70th year then, 
but still upstanding and hard-muscled.

They 
met in the lobby of a hotel and there, in a couple 
of chairs beside a rubber plant, they sat and 
talked. His long-enduring verbal log-jam broke 
at last, and the words came pouring out. 


HEY were married in Vancouver on July 14, 

1933. Some of the same sourdeughs who had 
applauded Kate in the dance halls of Dawson 
attended the ceremony. Her wedding ring was 
set with a gold nugget and other nuggets dangled 
from her necklace, Newspapers lyrically reported 
the event as “the happy ending of a dream born 
under the midnight sun.” 

Appropriately enough, they went to Dawson 
on their honeymoon. ‘There they separated, 
Johnny to return to his cabin, Kate, to her home 
in Bend. They had not quarreled. 

“It was just that we both knew I couldn't live 
in a cabin with the nearest neighbor 30 miles 
away,” she said, “and Johnny couldn’t live any- 
where else.” 

After that he made two trips down to Bend 
to see her and, until last fall, faithfully wrote 
his two letters a year. 

Home again from Johnny's 
summed it all up very simply. 

“While he had been eating his heart out for 
me,” she said, “I had been eating my heart out 
for somebody else.’ It was a happy marriage 
We cured each other. Now there’s nothing left 
for me to do, I guess, but mush on and keep 
smiling.”

F ALL poor boys who made 

good, Frank Work probably 

got there the easiest and surely 
the most implausible way. 

All he did was save his money 
and buy a horse. 

It was a broken-down, lame trot- 
ter at that and the most he could 
reasonably have expected ffom it was 
a little fun and perhaps a small part 
of his money back. 

Actually it never carried his colors 
on a track. Yet it made the young 
dry goods clerk a multimillionaire 
and a leader of New York and New- 
port society. 

Work, his dollars and his beauti- 
ful and rebellious daughter, Fanny, 
were recalled in New York’s plush 
Park Ave. drawing rooms recently 
by the death of Fanny at the age 
of 90. 

When the founder of this great 
American fortune came to New York 
from the West he was a young man 
of no great expectations. 

He was without money, friends or 
connections. He worked in a dry goods 
house for a beggar’s wage and lived 
in a cheap boarding house. 

Spending his spare time around 
racing stables, he was on hand one 
day when a horse whose racing days 
were done was offered for sale. 
Young Work snapped up the bargain. 

He treated the horse himself and 
after a while it was able to step a 
short distance at high speed, before 
going lame. 

He was breezing along in his sulky

to Young Work. He Was William Heary Vanderbilt. 


one Sunday afternoon when he saw 
a middle-aged gentleman with whis- 
kers driving a smart trotter. 

They raced the distance to the 
next roadhouse and Work’s ailing 
steed pulled in ahead. 

Both drivers stopped off for a 
drink and the other man introduced 
himself. He was William Henry 
Vanderbilt, the famous American 
capitalist, and his trotter was the 
equally famous champion, Maud S. 

Work, without embarrassment, 
told the whole truth about himself 
and his horse. 

Vanderbilt was so charmed by’ the 
young man’s frankness he later set 
him up in Wall Street and gave him 
all the Vanderbilt commissions. 

Work started a partnership with 
another impoverished youth named 
Strong and both of them made for- 
tunes. 

Almost as fascinating to the social 
set is the story of Work’s daughter, 
Frances, or Fanny as she was called. 

While Papa Work was seeing to 
it that she and her sister, Lucy, were 
meeting every eligible prospect for 
marriage in Newport and- Gotham, 
Fanny fell in love with an Irish sol- 
dier of fortune. 

He was James Boothby Burke 
Roche, son and heir of the second 
Baron Fermoy. Work, as American 
as an Idaho potato, disapproved. 

There were long and _= stormy 


scenes between father and daughter 


and then, in 1880; Fanny married 


without parental consent. 


Four children were born to the 
Burke Roches, twin sons, a daughter 
and a second daughter who died in 
infancy. 

Then Fanny came back from Eng. 
land and told her father Burke Roche 
had mistreated her. He said he, ex- 
pected as much. 

_ Fanny slipped down to Delaware 
and got a divorce from the dashing 
Irishman. Burke Roche held her de- 
cree was not valid in England and 
is said to have established his point in 
1896 by suing Burke’s. Peerage for 
listing him as divoreed. 

There is no record of the case on 
file, but it could have been settled 
out. of court—in which case none 
would be available. 

In 1905, Fanny shocked her father 
again by marrying Aurel Batonyi, a 
Hungarian riding master. Before 
long she dropped him and his name 
and was Mrs. Burke Roche for the 
rest of her life. 

Work died in 1911 and his will re- 
flected his often changing feelings 
toward his defiant daughter. There 
were 15 codicils, one disinheriting her 
and another restoring her to a share 
of his $14,000,000 estate. 

The document directed that the fi- 
nancier’s twin grandsons, Edmund 
Maurice and Francis G. Burke Roche, 
must take the name Work, maintain 
a permanent legal residence in the 
United States and never so much as 
visit Great Britain during the life- 
time of their father. 

Granddaughter Cynthia, it further 
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decreed, must marry an American. 

Otherwise none of the three Burke 
Roche children would in any way par- 
ticipate in his bequests. 

The final codicil directed the exec. 
utors of the estate to “make suitable 
provision for my daughter, Frances.” 

The grandchildren, on the advice 
of the executors, quickly disqualified 
themselves as heirs. 

While Cynthia married not one, 
but two, Americans, her brothers re- 
fused to assume the name Work or 
otherwise comply with the conditions 
of the will, 

The executors, with the distribu- 
tion of the estate.at their. discretion, 
divided. it between Fanny and her 
sister, Lucy, who had married the 
celebrated American inventor, Peter 
Cooper Hewitt. 

Edmund Maurice, Fanny’s eldest 
son (by 60 seconds), became the 
fourth and present Baron Fermoy on 
the death of his father in 1931. With 
the title, he got a 20,000-acre estate 
in Limerick and a seat in Parliament. 

Though rumors of budding ro- 
mance had followed the twins for 
years, Edmund Maurice did not mar- 
ry till after succeeding to his father’s 
title. 

His bride was a young Scottish 
girl, Ruth Sylvia Gill. His brother, 
still unmarried, spent most of his 
time with his mother in Paris while 
she was living. 

Cynthia’s American husbands 
were Arthur Scott Burden and Guy 
Fairfax Cary. 

In such manner didFanny and her 
children finally have the last say as 
to how-—and where they should 
spend their lives and inheritance.

ROM a former Supreme Court 

Justice and Secretary of State to, 

probably, the leading  business- 
man of your block, the number of 
successful men who started out as 
office boys is legion. 

Senator Charles Tobey of New 
Hampshire, chairman of the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee, 
for example, is one of those men who 
have gone far in public life, and has 
happy memories of office boy days. 

Like the time the boss was out to 
lunch, and 16-year-old Charlie an- 
swered the phone. The man on the 
other end of the wire wanted some 
information about insurance, and 
Charlie sold him a $200,000 policy. 

When the boss came back, he an- 
‘ nounced the sale, and the boss paled. 

“Young man,” he roared, “if that’s 
a joke, you’re fired. If you’re telling 
the truth, your salary is raised to 
five dollars a week!” 

Most office boys, as in the case 
of ex-Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes who went to work for $2 a 
week rather than accept a scholarship 
to college and see his mother go on 
working, began that way because 
they needed money. 

Bill Slater, however, whose voice 
is known to millions of sports fans 
through his radio broadcasts, started 
work for another reason. : 

“IT wanted to go to West Point,’ 
he said. “I figured the best way to 
get there was by being an office boy 
in the newspaper office in Parkers- 
burg, West Virginia. Don’t ask me 
how I figured that out—the point is 
that it worked and I graduated from 
the Point.” 

Another man in broadcasting, Vice- 
President Jess Barnes of Mutual 
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Charlie, the 16-Year-Old Office Boy, Answered the Phone and Sold a 


$200,000 Insurance Policy. 


When He Reporfed the Sale, the Boss 


Reered af Him. 


Broadcasting Company, started out 
as office boy for Thomas A. Edison. 
By the time he was 18 he was office 
manager, and knew business routine 
by heart-—except for selling. When 
he was 21 years old he determined to 
learn how to sell, and he has been 
selling ever since: 

Newspapers operated by William 
Randolph Hearst also are excellent 
schools for officeboys. In Boston, 
for instance, 51 former office boys 
are on the staff of the Boston Ameri- 
can, including the editor, city editor, 
news editor, sports editor, telegraph 
editor, picture editor and art director. 

Ralph Weeks, president of Inter- 
national Correspondence Schools and 
three-times president of the Penn- 
sylvania Chamber of Commerce, ‘got 
a word of advice when he was an 
office boy. “Get an education,” his 
boss told him. 

Young Ralph had no idea how to 
follow that advice except by reading, 
so he built up a library and educated 
himself. The methods of self-educa- 
tion he worked out in those days had 
a lot to do with his eventually becom- 
ing president of I.C.S. 

Now he is busy helping other 
office boys get an education by mail. 

One of those helped by I.C.S. was 
John C. Garand, who developed the 
famous rifle which bears his name. 
Young Garand was a 12-year-old office 
boy in a spinning mill when he in- 
vented a method of painting bobbins

by machinery instead of by hand. 

The boss, enthusiastic over the 
labor-saving device, encouraged his 
office boy to study engineering. 

For real hard work and ingenuity, 
however, young A. P. Giannini stood 
out above all others. 

Office boy in a San Francisco 
produce house, young Giannini de- 
cided he could help business by going 
down to the docks at 1 o’clock in 
the morning to inspect the goods 
coming in. 

Industry like that paid off, and 
Giannini recently retired as head of 
the tremendous Bank of California 
and its 500-odd branch banks. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, 
John W. Snyder, got into banking 
through no choice of his own. He 
wanted to be an engineer, but his 
funds ran out after one year of 
college. He went to work as an office 
boy in a bank, and has been in bank- 
ing ever since. 3 

Although Jimmy Byrnes didn’t 
even begin college, he stuck to his 
ambition to be a lawyer. As an office 
bov in a South Carolina law office, he 
read law on the side. 

At the age of 24 he not 
passed his bar examination, 
bought a newspaper. 

His mother, who made young 
Jimmy’s greatest ambition come true 
when she gave up dressmaking, lived 
to see her son elected to the United 
States Senate, from which he was des

tined to. be eventually elevated to 
Secretary of State. 

Congressman Leo Allen of Illinois 
started out in a small way At the 
age of 11 he was in the office of the 
Congressman from his district, shoo- 
ing out the flies in summer and 
throwing wood on the fire in winter. 

That was the year, too, that he 
decided to be a Congressman. He had 
to wait a few years, but he made it. 

Another Congressman is the excep- 
tion to the customary rule of office 
boys. Porter Hardy, Jr., of Virginia, 
didn’t become an office boy until after 
he had received a college degree. 

“T had to eat, and it was an honest 
job,” he explains. 

That job, however, led him back 
to college. Impressed by his talent for 
business and convinced that he was 
a good risk, one of his superiors lent 
him money to take a post-graduate 
course in business at Harvard. 

Another American institution of 


‘learning owes a lot to an office boy. 


Ralph Adams Cram of Boston, now 
the dean of American architects, was 
studying architecture at night and 
working as an office boy by day when 
he was invited to take part in an open 
competition to re-design the U. S. 
Military Academy.at West Point. 

With his heart in his mouth at his 
own presumption, he, dropped his 
broom and entered the contest. His 
designs were chosen as the best. 

It’s easy to .help someone who 
tries hard to help himself, and most 
office boys fill that bill. -As Ralph 
Weeks, whose school had helped five 
million people who couldn't afford 
college, says: 

“No matter where we may be now, 
those of us who were office boys will 
nevey forget those days of struggle 
and ambition.”

HE famous painting of the coun- 
T try doctor whipping the old gray 
mare to beat a_ certain long- 
beaked bird flying over his buggy has 
at last been thoroughly outmoded. 

Dr. John B. Riggs, Texas’ flying 
country doctor, can give the stork 
almost any handicap and still outfly 
him. Also he wins the race against 
sudden death from accidents. 

As a youth Dr. Riggs was torn 
between two loves, medicine and fly- 
ing, so he took both and his many 
patients around the little town of 
Groesbeck, in the wide open spaces 
of east Texas, are glad he did. 

There is a flying strip beside his 
house but it is not lighted and there- 
fore he must come home before dark 
if be doesn’t. want to set his own 
bones. He was threatened with that 
prospect on one occasion, but was 
saved by his third love, the quick- 
thinking resourceful Mrs. Riggs. 

That emergency arose when a 
hemorrhage case demanded blood 
plasma, which the doctor located by 
telephone at Dallas, over 100 miles 
away. The plasma was awaiting him 
at the airport and so was engine 
trouble. 

Mechanics worked feverishly but 
could not get the engine fixed until 
there was barely time left to reach 
home by twilight, if he had luck. In- 
stead, he had to buck a high head- 
wind, so that he approached his home 
in pitch darkness. Should he crash- 
land or go to the nearest airport. 

To his amazement, he found his 
own strip, bright as day, from the 
headlights of a double row of auto- 
mobiles. Alighting, after a_ perfect 
three-point landing, he asked: 

“Who was smart enough to think 
of that?” 

Heads and fingers indicated a 
silent figure. It was Mrs. Riggs. 

During the winter months, pro- 
longed rains make the country roads 
around Groesbeck virtually impass- 
able. That was one of the reasons 
Dr. Riggs bought and learned to fly 
his airplane, equipped with two-way 
radio and retractable landing gear. 

With it, he can be soaring through 
the sky toward a patient’s home with- 
in a few minutes after receiving a 
telephone call. 

The problem, however, was find- 
ing places to land. 

Having “long heads” on top of 
their tall bodies, his Texas rancher 
patients soon helped him solve it. 
They got out their farm machinery, 
built landing strips and marked them 
on the doctor’s map. 

As he approaches 
strips he sees the best 
neighborhood waiting to 
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the rest of the way. 

The stork will need jet propulsion 
to beat that. 

Sometimes, when the call is spe 
cially urgent and there is no near-by 
landing strip, the doctor comes right 
down in a meadow or cow pasture. 

Last winter he sailed in between 
two rows of pecan trees. , 

After he had delivered the baby, 
which the stork had almost sneaked 
over on him, he discovered that there 
was need for medicine in such a 
hurry that only his plane could man- 
age it. That was easy—-he delivered 
the goods by homemade parachute. 

One day, two cars collided on a 
Texas highway. The clamor went up: 

“Get a doctor, quick!” 

Yes, but how? The answer came 
from the heavens. 

Dr. Riggs, returning from a call, 
had seen the crash, was able to land 
on the straight highway and taxi 
right up to the scene. 

On another occasion a couple of 
boys had settled an argument about 
a girl friend with knives and the 
loser was in such bad shape that 
only hospital care could save him. 

So Dr. Riggs loaded the injured 
boy into his plane and took off for 
the hospital. 

Upon landing, the doctor’s first 
concern was how the patient had 
stood his first flight. In a faint voice 
but with a grin, the patient said: 

“It was worth gettin’ cut up for.” 

Dr. W. A. Gray, of Metropolis in 
southern [llinois, is another flying 
doctor. When he took up flying a 
few months ago, he may have started 
a trend that will some day take 
country doctors to city patients. His 
practice, along the Ohio River, lies

in more thickly settled territory than 
Dr. Riggs’ and there are fewer oppor- 
tunities to extemporize landing fields. 

Already, however, he has had calls 
from patients many miles beyond his 
former territory. One such call re- 
quired a round-trip flight. of 250 
miles. Dr. Gray recently was plan- 
ning to buy a larger plane suitable 
for transporting recumbent patients. 

Father Time has been the bane 
of country doctors and even dentists. 
For many years along the bleak Alas- 
kan coast cruised the good _ ship 
Cheechako, a floating dental operat- 
ing room, commanded by Doctor-Cap- 
tain William F. Good, who scanned 
the shore for flags hung upside-down. 

If this meant merely extracting 
an ulcerated tooth, it was easy, but 
if some well-meaning soul had alk 
ready operated with a pair of pliers, 
and left the roots, that was not so 
good. The Eskimos used to call him, 
“Dr. Ouch.” 

Before the days of automobiles, 
Dr. George Bicknell Cleveland, of 
Indian Head, Maryland, taught every- 
one along his 100-mile route a code 
of distress signals. As he drove along 
the main thoroughfare, any cross 
road was likely to flash the bad news. 

A white tablecloth meant an 
urgent case; if alongside the cloth 
a pair of long, red flannel under- 
drawers flapped in the wind, it was 
very urgent. A white shirt or pillow 
case was for an adult, sick in bed, 


but not dangerously so. A blue denim 
shirt or pair of overalls informed the 
doctor that a baby was on its way. 

A child’s white dress indicated a 
small patient “toler’able sick’’—but if 
the dress was red, the old mare heard 
the unwelcome “giddap.”’ 

Dr. Cleveland might go many 
miles up the cross road before he 
found the signals repeated on a 
farmer’s mail post and knew that 
there was where he must go to work. 

Maj. Daniel H. Mauntz, Chief Sur- 
geon of U. S. Army Base at Presque 
Isle, Me., once listened in on a two- 
way radio conversation between a 
doctor and patient 1,000 miles apart. 
The doctor said the symptoms indi- 
cated appendicitis, for which he 
should enter a hospital at once. That 
was impossible because the patient, 
Robert S. Gill, was at a weather out- 
post, 250 miles above the Arctic 
Circle. 

Although he was 1500 miles 
away, Major Mauntz intervened. 

Volunteers warmed up a C-47 
transport plane, stocked it with in- 
struments and supplies. In a few 
hours the plane was over the tiny 
outpost where the ice was too thin 
for landing. Pop-eyed Eskimos 
watched Major Mauntz come down on 
his first parachute jump while after 
him fluttered his equipment,

ERSONS whose requests to adopt 


a child have been denied are 

sometimes bitter about the 
stringencies of adoption laws. How- 
ever, tragedy can occur where laws 
are lax or good laws are evaded. 

A case in point is that of the 
People of the State of New York 
against Mrs. Eva Erickson of Annan- 
dale, Staten Island, who was sen- 
tenced recently ta 10 to 20 years in 
Bedford Prison, on charges of first 
degree manslaughter and second de- 
gree assault, for causing the death by 
beatings of her four-year-old adopted 
daughter, Susan. 

kva had lied about her age in 
order to marry Lief Erickson. She 
was afraid she would lose the man 
she loved if he knew she was 10 years 
his senior. 

Lief Erickson, then in his late 
30s, believed their ages were on a 
par. He also thought that she had 
been married once only and was a 
widow. 

As time went by, Lief was some- 
times irritable because they had no 
children. Fearing her marriage was 
breaking up, Eva suggested they 
adopt a child. 

The way he kindled to the idea 
sent hers on the round of the au- 
thentic child-placing agencies. One 
after another they denied her appili- 
cations. It was not their practice, 
the women welfare workers said, to 
give young children to older women. 
(Eva had set her age at 41.) This 
was in 1944. 

The following spring Mrs. Erick- 
son visited relat@es in the New 
Hampshire countryside where she had 
lived when young. They told: her 
about a three-year-old girl-.-just the 
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Adopted Daughter, She Had 
Everything She Wanted in Life 
—But for So Short a Time. 


kind of child she wanted to adopt. 

The child’s story was not a new 
one: a simple country girl for a 
mother; and for a father a boy who 
loved and went away. 

At first the mother refused to 
give her up. It was the grandmother 
who persuaded her daughter that she 
had no right to stand in the way ofa 
good home for the child. 

The probate court of Lancaster, 
New Hampshire, eventually made the 
adoption final and the child was Su- 
San Erickson. 

Eva Erickson told her Staten 
Island neighbors that she had every- 
thing she had asked of life, Her 
adopted daughter was adorable. Her 
husband was contented. 

Right months later the whole 
flimsy cloth of her ill-contrived hap- 
piness lay in tatters about her. 

Through the open windows of the 
Erickson home there was the fre- 
quent sound of a child’s frightened, 
hurt cries. Susan’s former sunny 
disposition often gave way to 
wistful brooding which caused the 
neighbors to wonder what was hap- 
pening to her. There was gossip of 
violent quarrels \because of Eva's 
jealousy of Lief’s devotion to Susan. 

On the morning of April 27, 1946, 
Lief Erickson put in a hurry. call to 
Dr. Natalie Feuerlicht of Huguenot 
Park, Staten Island. 

Dr. Feuerlicht saw right away 
that Susan was seriously injured. 
The child died two days Jater in Rich- 
mond Memorial Hospital. 

Death, according to the coroner, 
came from “sh.k caused by blows 
which fractured her skull, bruised her 
head, limbs and body, and brought 
on hemorrhages of the brain.” 

Testifying in her own defense, Eva 
Erickson spoke vindictively of Susan

as if the child had been an adult 
against whom she had a grudge. 
Susan, she declared, developed tan- 
trums shortly after adoption. She 
was selfish and greedy, always want- 
ing to take and keep other children’s 
toys. She wouldn't eat what was put 
before her. 

The only way to make her behave, 
Mrs. Erickson said, and to bring her 
out of her tantrums was to spank her. 
Mrs. Erickson insisted the spankings 
were no harder than those any other 
mother gave her children. 

On April 25, four days 
Susan’s death, Mrs. Erickson testi- 
fied, the child had a tantrum and 
was spanked, but forgot about 
it and went out into the garage to 
ride her tricycle. 

While Susan was there, Mrs. 
Erickson testified, she fell from her 
tricycle on to the concrete _ floor, 
bumping her head. She- forgot all 
about that. too, was a “happy sing- 
ing little girl all that day and the 
next.” 

April 27, Mr. Erickson was having 
his breakfast in the kitchen. Mrs. 
Erickson came down in her kimona 
to see how Susan was getting along. 
Susan was not eating her cereal. 
Susan was spanked. Then Susan be- 
gan to eat and Mrs. Erickson went 
into the living room. Susan became 
nauseated and Lief Erickson sent her 
into his wife to have her face washed. 
Susan had a tantrum. 

Mrs. Erickson said that she gave 
Susan another of-her “mild” spank- 
ings and that the child stiffened and 
fell on the floor, knocking her head 
against a toy piano. Mrs. Erickson 
was not strong enough to pick her 
up. Lief Erickson picked her up and 
after a few minutes she was all right, 
Mrs. Eriekson said, and went upstairs 
to wash her face. 

When Mrs. Erickson came up a bit 
later Susan looked up at her and:said, 
‘Mama, I’m all in.” J 

Mrs. Erickson testified that Susan 
had been so unmanageable that they 
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tried to put her in a home for prob- 
lem children, but that the school mis- 
tress said Susan was too old. So they 
had decided to put her in an institu 
tion in New London. 

In rebuttal, neighbors testified 
that Susan was an amiable, bright 
child, the Kind they loved to have visit 
them. The toy piano, introduced as 
evidence, was about 14 inches high 
and was unscratched. ‘The doctors 
gave the opinion that it was scarcely 
possible for such a small instrument 
to cause such serious wounds; and 
that the contusions on the body and 
the fractured skull could have been 
caused only by a series of beatings 
and from having been knocked 
against some heavy, resistant objects 
such as walls or floors. 

Having made a thorough investi- 
gation of Eva's past, District Attor- 
ney Farrell M. Kane was able on 
cross-examination to get from her an 
admission that she is now 53 yea's 
old (thus 10 years her husband's 
senior), that she has been married 
five times and divorced four times 
and has never been a widow, as she 
had claimed to be at the time she 
married Erickson. 

“You didn’t tell the county clerk 
about your marriages and divorces 
when you and Lief Erickson applied 
for a marriage license, did you?” 
asked the district attorney. “AnG 
you didn’t give your real age?” 

“No, I didn’t.” 

For Eva Erickson that was a trfagic 
moment. Every day Lief Erickson 
had come to court with her, sitting 
beside her to givé her comfort and 
assurance. At the end of that session 
he left the courtroom not to return. 

Authorities point out while. New 
Hampshire’s adoption laws are not 
among the best, they are better than 
most. The flaw in Susan's case was 
the inadequate inquiry into Eva 
E-rickson’s fitness to adopt Susan. The 
court did request the New York City 
Welfare Department to send some- 
one to look at the Erickson home. 

The report came back that the 
home was a good one, which was 
obvious when looked at from a mate- 
rial point of view. 

Had the same care been brought 
to bear on investigating Eva Erick. 
son as Mr. Kane employed in his 
search for facts, Mrs. Erickson’s un- 
fitness to bring up a child would have 
been established. 

On the other hand, if Susan had 
been given a pre-adoption physica! 
and mental examination by compe- 
tent physicians, her tantrums, if any, 
would have been detected and she 
would have been declared unadopt- 
able until such time as her condition 
had been cleared up.

Not yet out of sight of the altar, this youn; 
woman who admits she divorced her firs’ husband 
hecause she was bored with him, starte«. talking 
about a separation or even another divo. cw. 

Margaret had known Laurien Riehl, the gaso 
line station attendant, for only a few weeks. Ye', 
it is reported, he was preparing to divorce his 
recent bride so he could marry Margaret. 

AS a parting remark, while she prepared to 
leave for Boston with her new husband, Mrs. 
Brandegee said she’d be back to get a divorce.

The court held that because Minna, in 1940, had 
gone to Reno to get a divorce from Jack Braun- 
stein, and not for the purpose of establishing a 
home, the divorce was void.

quired the chronic marrying habit probably aren't 
given to trembling. 
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A New Law and a Crusade for 
Better Understanding of What 
Makes a Good Marriage Are 
Urged as National Necessities 
by Archbishop Cushing

IR THE cynical and the shallow-minded—those 

men and women who deliberately seek one 

brief marriage alliance after another — our 
divorce courts today are providing a means to an 
end. The end is a shameful reflection upon the 
American people. : 

This year’s divorce and marriage statistics dis- 
close that more persons than ever before are 
obtaining divorces and remarrying. The degrada- 
tion of the divorce courts is reaching new depths. 

It seems to me that it is time for legislators 
to make an about-face. For the stability of the 
nation and the well-being of its citizens, the 
divorce laws must be strengthened. 

Our lawmakers, if they can do nothing else, 
should be willing to seek some controls on the 
undisciplined use of the divorce courts by the 
unscrupulous as a way to their further marriages. 

Of one thing wé may be certain: If the law 
made the remarriage of divorced persons impos. 
sible, or at least more difficult, the motive for 
divorce among most of the flippant and superficial! 
litigants who now are mobbing our divorce courts 
would be destroyed! 

When children are concerned, of course, the 
moral need for prevention of the break-up of 
homes is superlatively important. 

Every thoughtful citizen knows that the child 
is the primary victim of divorce. Every honest 
person agrees that the rights of a child to a home 
with his own parents tower above the pseudo- 
rights of a father or mother who seeks to shrug 
off one set of obligations to begin a romance 
leading to new obligations. 

We can continue to spend public money on 
education intended to make conscientious citizens 
of our young people. We can —— for the best. 
But much-of the money will be wasted so long as 
the law of the land makes possible, and even 
makes easy, the divorce of fathers and mothers. 

Perhaps in a secular state the principle of 
divorce will always find a place in legislation. 
Surely, however, the monstrous evil worked by 
this principle when it is unrestricted should begin 
now—-in this year of an unprecedented divorce 
craze—-to prompt patriotic and conscientious law- 
makers and judges to limit the principle’s exercise. 

The militant stand of the Catholic Church 
against divorce is based on reasons of her own. 
she apposes it because divorce desecrates a sacra- 
ment, repudiates a sacred vow. 


HE State should oppose it, with equal vigor, for 

reasons of its own. Civil law, both local and 
national, is founded on the hope for that “more 
perfect union” which from the beginning has been 
the social aspiration of American democracy. 
Disintegrating forces, destructive alike to the fact 
and the ideal of social union, should be of grave 
concern to our lawmakers and our judges. 

Divorce is one of the most destructive of dis- 
integrating forces. So long as men and women 
can escape obligations by divorce, with the free. 
dom to remarry, the family will never be the 
kind of schoo! of self-discipline and social virtues 
that it should be in civilized society. 

The social community is the family enlarged; 
society will have only that integrity, respect for 
the pledged word, and stability which the typical 
home within it possesses. 

The present tendency toward frequent divorce 
is positive proof that the fidelity and the discipline 
which are essential for “more perfect union” in 
the country are not being developed as they should 
be if we are to survive as a people. 

This conclusion is in itself profoundly disturb- 
ing. Its implications are even more grave. Once 
the principle of divorce is accepted, there seems 
no logical limit that can be placed on the evil. 

Already abuse of the principle is a blot on the 
social history of this generation tn America. Ir- 
responsible ‘men and women, lacking respect for 
themselves and for the community, are brazenly 
flouting moral law and family duty. Not even the 
high-minded achievements of a great number of 
other Americans can eradicate that blot. 

Reno and Las Vegas have become words over 
which the low-minded smirk. Their significance 
is not different in nature from that of scores of 
other places; it is different only in degree. In thé 
divorce capitals, divorce is both easy and usuall\ 
expensive. Elsewhere it is easy, and often less 
expensive. Almost everywhere if is possible. 
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The Most Reverend Richard J. Cushing, D. D., Archbishop of Boston, Feels 
That Conscientious Lawmakers and Judges Must Step In to Halt 
the Unprecedented Divorce Craze. 


What can be done? First, the laws can be 
made far more rigid. Second, a nation-wide effort 
can be made to remedy the conditions which make 
many married people seek divorce. 

Often those who offer glib arguments for di- 
vorce cite examples of unfortunate marriages 
which they say never should have taken place. 
Their argument that divorce and remarriage 
Should be:permitted in such cases is completely 
false, but their assertion that the marriage should 
never have taken place is all too often true. 

Throughout this land, in social and religious 
groups, a veritable crusade of education is needed. 
Its aim should be to reduce the number of ill- 
considered, hasty and otherwise risky marriages. 

Perhaps the most effective way -to stop the 
rising prevalence of divorce would be to anticipate 
the conditions which make people seek divorce. 
That can be done only by an intelligent prepara- 
tion for marriage on the part of those who intend 
to make marriage a vocation. 

The Canon Law of the Catholic Church and 
the prenuptial requirements of the Church are 
designed to anticipate, so far as Church legisla- 
tion can, the conditions which make for unhappy 
marriage. Admittedly, even these are not enough. 


OSITIVE instruction is needed in churches, 
schools and families with regard to what mar- 
riage is, what it demands of those who enter upon 
it, what should be the spiritual, intellectual and 


physical preparation of those who _ take its vows. 

This work of education andthe Christian 
philosophy on which it is based should enjoy the 
favor of the law and the support of all those 
agencies in the community which influence social 
thinking. 

At present, this is not the case. The Church 
teaches, and, generally speaking,/parents try to 
supplement the Church’s instruction. 

Meanwhile, the civil law cries out for revision. 

Too often, now, it places false emphasis on 
misleading rights of married persons, without 
emphasis on personal and social duties. The courts 
themselves become accomplices to the crimes 
against marriage. 

Privilege has become abuse. The lawmakers 
must not walk by on the other side. 

They must protect the law against fraudulent 
exploitation of the existing grounds of divorce 
and cut down the number of grounds for divorce. 

The judges, too, must bow to duty. They must 
interpret divorce legislation strictly. They must 
pay as much attention to the good of the com 
munity as is paid to the vaunted rights of those 
who cannot make successes of their marriages. 

These are sobering facts, and they are given 
added poignancy by the ever-rising divorce rate.

ANY-mrodern housewives disdain to use as 
food the humble mustard greens, parsley, 
beet or turnip tops, the hardier but greener 

outer leaves of lettuce and cabbage. 

When they throw away what they consider 
“inferior” or superfluous parts of fresh vege- 
tables they are often discarding some of nature's 
richest Sources of vitamins and minerals. 

Generally speaking, the deep green pigment of 
leafy Yegetables, such as lettuce, celery, spinach 
and pepper, the rich orange and yellow hues of 
carrots, tomatoes and apricots signify an abun- 
dance of carotene, the parent substance of vitamin 
A. The skins of lemons and grapefruit, and the 
white soft tissue inside them, ,contain the newly 
studied “vitamin P,” something which helps to 
prevent the fragility of capillary blood vessels, as 
does vitamin C. 

This doesn’t mean, of course, that one should 
eat leaves, skins and other parts of fruits and 
vegetables indiscriminately. In many vegetables 
and fruits, for example, there are such substances 
as oxalic acid that interfere with digestion and 
cause allergic and other reactions in certain people, 

Sound nutrition is an intimate, personal, highly 
individual relationship between you and -your 
foodstuffs. Each person should select, out of 
several vitamin and mineral rich natural foods, 
the particualr combination which is best suited for 
him. “One man’s food is another man’s poison.” 

Making allowances, then, for individual re- 
actions, which often depend largely upon very 
early childhood habits of eating and drinking, the 
general rule is that the foodstuffs should remain 
as natural as possible-—-provided they are clean 
and digestiblé. 

It is not that everybody should eat bran and 
other perhaps irritating parts of cereals, but one 
should try to make as much use as possible of 
Wheat germ and grain “coats” generally, for they 
coniain vitamin E, phosphorus and other minerals 
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and vitamins required by the body. In raw sugar 


and molasses there are more vitamins than in 
refined “white” sugar. 

When it comes to meats, liver and other 
glandular organs are more nutritious than are 
muscle parts, especially from the viewpoint of 
vitamins. 

Nowadays, people who live in cities frequently 
consume a far less “balanced,” health and vitality 
giving diet than does the villager in many an 
“industrially backward” country. 

Scientists have been surprized to find that the 
illiterate “Hansa People,” in the Himalayan vil- 
lages of North India, habitually eat as nearly 
perfect food as possible. Their health, longevity, 
vitality and good humor is amazing. 

They live on a balanced, mixed diet of goat, 
lamb and other meats, also whatever fowl, eggs 
and fish is available; plenty of fresh, especially 
green, leafy vegetables and fresh fruits and nuts, 
particularly apricots and mulberry; whole rice and 
some wheat; plenty of fresh milk (mostly goat’s) 
and milk products. 

Perhaps the Greeks of 
Similar food. 

In Washington, recently, Clinton Anderson, 
U. S. Secretary of Agriculture, was served what 
was supposed to be a “Greek Luncheon.” The 
meal consisted of one slice of black bread, a 
piece of cantaloupe, some ripe olives, radishes. 
dandelion greens, zucchini squash, okra, lemon 
and grapes. It was deficient in protein, fat and 
starchy, sugary stuffs, but it was richer in vita- 
mins and minerals than the American “soda 
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fountain luncheon.” 

According to Catharyn Elwood, a Washington 
nutritionist, the Greek meal had “3% times more 
vitamin A, 20 times more of vitamin C, 2% times 
more calcium, and 1's times more tron ., . a@fso, 
more folic acid (a B type vitamin), copper, man- 
ganese, potassium, sodium, magnesium” than the 
average luncheon eaten in American cities. 

Prof. Charles Glen King, of Columbia Uni- 
versity, and director of the Nutrition Foundation 
in New York, gives these three basic rules for 
preparation of foods: (1) Cook for as short a 
period as possible. (2) Use as little water as 
possible. And, use the water, if any left, in diet. 
(3) Prepare the food in as large pieces as possible. 
For instance, cook whole carrots, whole string 
beans and tomatoes or potatoes, rather than in 
small slices. 

The chopping of lettuce, tomatoes and other 
vegetables rapidly destroys their vitamin C. 

Prof. D. W. Woolley, of the Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research, has shown that certain 
foods contain “anti-vitamins,” which destroy 
particular vitamins. He found that corn has a 
substance that actS against niacin, the vitamin 
whose deficiency is a specific cause of pellagra. 
Again, raw clams and certain kinds of fish, such 
as Carp, Contain something that destroys vitamin 
+1. Egg white counteracts the vitamin called 
biotin, present in egg yolk. 

In the intestinal tract of man there are colonies 
of germs; some of them make certain vitamins, 
which they supply to the human body. Odchers

OUGHT to have a slight edge as a biographer 

of Howard Hughes. Once for ten months my 

pay checks were signed by the Hughes Tool 
Company. 

The only difficulty is that during those months 
I never spoke to Mr. Hughes. Leo McCarey, 
Hollywood’s No. 1 Academy Award director, and 
I used to sit in our offices and watch wistfully 
as the tall, lanky form of our employer disap- 
peared into the projection room across the hall 
where they were running rushes of “The Outlaw.” 

We never got a conference nor a decision on 
an opus about Hollywood, size and length to com- 
pare to “Gone With the Wind,” which Mr. Hughes 
had commissioned us to prepare. Finally Leo 
said, “I'll see you in court,” and got his release. 
They just quit paying me and I went home. 

All of which comes under a line Mr. Hughes 
himself once propounded under a palm tree in 
Florida. His motion picture press agent, Johnny 
Meyers, had to reach Howard on vital business 
and Howard had been missing for a couple of 
months. By detection and bribery, Johnny finally 
located him in Miami where he was lying under 
said palm tree on his stomach having a snooze. 

“Howard,” said Johnny Meyers, “I got to talk 
to you.” 

Turning over, Howard Hughes regarded his 
publicity chief with a frozen stare. “Will you 
go away or Shall I?” he said. 

“No, but Howard...” Johnny said, “this has 
got to be settled and I can’t do it. It’s im- 
portant...” 

“I,” said Howard Hughes, “will be the judge 
of what is important. I will decide what gets into 
my life at this time. Go away.” 

And he turned over on his stomach and went 
back to sleep. 

Now I think that with Leo McCarey directing 
we could have made Howard a better picture than 
“The Outlaw.” But somewhere along the line he 
lost interest. His dislike of society drama, high 
comedy, and all pictures about sacrifice, mother 
love, deep emotions, tears, social problems or 
psychology have been proverbial. Violent action, 
violent love. and slapstick, that’s the stuff. 

The chief reason Howard abandoned our proj- 
ect, however, was probably because he wouldn't 
be able to direct it himself, which he had made a 
habit. Not even Howard, with his modest but 
cold self-confidence—as witness his insistence in 
handling the oxygen tanks himself from his sup- 
posed deathbed on the theory that he knew a lot 
more about oxygen tanks than the doctors—not 
even Howard could move in on the director of 
“Going My Way.” 

Strange facets of Howard’s make-up come to 
light in connection with “The Outlaw.” 

No question that it seems odd that Howard 
Hughes, with his vast fortune, his wide interests, 
his top spot in production and aviation and in- 
dustry, spent al] that time, energy and money 
making a second rate, Grade B, very dull and 
slightly off-color western, and then putting up 
a terrific battle to release it. 

No question that his name was clouded by its 
connection with this affair. If it had been a great 
picture about a great theme his fight with censor- 
ship could have been cheered by us all. With “The 
Outlaw” he made a serious error in judgment, 
and don’t ever let anybody tell you some press 
agent was to blame. Howard Hughes never ran 
anything but a one-man show. 


E made “The Outlaw” because that’s: the kind 

of pictures he liked himself, just as he created 
new planes because he wanted that kind of planes 
to fly himself. But he fought for it because in 
spite of being headman in tool production for the 
mighty oil empire of the United States and tops 
in aviation, in the motion picture industry he 
regarded himself as a “little fellow.” A small, 
independent producer, and as such he wasn't go- 
ing to be pushed around. In his own mind, he was 
scrapping for all the little fellows. | 

The afternoon prior to the original opening 
of “The Outlaw” in San Francisco, Howard dis 
appeared. Frantic, his staff searched for him high 
and low. Just before curtain time he strolled in. 
With two of his best engineers he had spent the 
time wiring the seats in the theatre for sound. 
Thus as the film ran, Howard sat upstairs in the 
booth: and listened to the comments of the audi- 
ence. Whether or not he learned anything about 
the personal lives of the spectators, nobody 
knows. Probably he didn’t hear that. But he did 
learn things about “The Outlaw” that caused him 
to do considerable reshooting. 

Along the same line, when he couldn’t break 
70 at golf, he had his cameraman follow him 
around the course and then studied the films. 
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As his first-——and only-—wife once remarked, 
Howard was a very painstaking fellow. 

He also was born a perfectionist. , As far as 
Howard is concerned, “The Outlaw” was a perfect 
western, “Hell’s Angels” a perfect air opus, “Scar- 
face” a perfect gangster and “Two Arabian 
Knights” a perfect slapstick. 

It is a mistake to imagine that Howard ever 
used his pieture producing for romantic purposes, 
He never took Jane Russell out and when she 
married football star Bob Waterfield, he gave her 
a royal wedding present and his blessing. 

Jean Harlow, whom he discovered, and who 
adored him, once said to me, “If he was cross 
eyed, with all that dough it wouldn’t matter, but 
he’s got a lot of charm in his own funny way and 
he never mixes business and pleasure. As far 
as I was concerned I might havewbeen another 
airplane, and he expects you to work the same 
way, never get tired, give your best performance 
at any hour of the day or night, and never think 
about anything else. The nearest he ever came 
to making a pass at me was offering me a bite 
of a cookie.” 

Actually, when he used to sit for hours study-

ing the rushes of “The Outlaw,” he usually had 
not Jane Russell but pretty red-haired Sheila 
Ryan with him. All he wanted Sheila to do, ap- 
parently, was sit. If she went to sleep after six 
or seven hours, while he juggled scenes, cut 
dialogue, thought up ways to do gun fights better, 
he didn’t mind. Sleep he preterred to interrup- 
tion of any kind. 

Nobody else was allowed in and why he wanted 
Sheila there even Sheila doesn’t know, 


His late Carole Lombard, who had the ease 

and social grace of those who love all their fel. 
lowmen except phonies, once came up with a de. 
scription of Howard which remains a classic 
around our town of Hollywood. It was at a dinner 
party to which Howard brought his then heart 
interest, Ginger Rogers. The millionaire record: 
breaker intrigued Miss Lombard greatly, because 
he sat nodding like a Christmas tiger through a 
lot of laughter and bubbling, conversation which 
always surrounded Carole, his onky contribution 
a benign expression and an occasional grunt. 

Finally Carole turned to Ginger and _ Said, 
“Your boy friend ought to be in pictures.”

“Not just his looks,’ Carole said, “because 
he would be a strong contender in the UGH school 
of acting. ‘The best UGH actor in the world is 
Gary Cooper. He looks at a girl, says ‘UGH’ and 
she responds the way Juliet did on the balcony 
when Romeo delivered his speeches. He walks 
around, says ‘UGH’ a couple of times, shoots 
people and the picture is over. But I think if you 
can persuade your boy friend to step before the 
cameras he will be a better UGH actor than 
Cooper——-he has more natural ability in that line.” 

When you come to think of it, there has been 
something very reminiscent of both Gary Cooper 
and Jimmy Stewart about the world’s most elig- 
ible bachelor.

Not only could he vanish but a lot of othes 
people often vanished with him. Once he left a 
mechanic named Gus in a fashionable New York 
hotel for 13 months. They had flown to New York 
and Howard installed him in a suite and Said, 
“You stay with the ship and don’t let anybody 
know where you are until I get back.” Thirteen 
months later, Glen Odekirk, next to Howard the 
most powerful man in Hughes Aircraft and also 
as close to Howard as anybody ever got, missed 
Gus and fortunately Howard remembered where 
he’d left him. The Hughes credit being what it 
was, Gus had had a fine time and wasn’t squawk- 
ing at all. , 


AROUND Hughes Aircraft there is a theory that 
Howard left upwards of 50 planes scattered 
around and about these United States. He would 
pick up a new one, or take an airliner, and since 
nobody knew where he was or what he was doing 
literally no one-—things like planes and their 
crews got mislaid. But Gus’ 13 months is still the 
record. 

Why didn’t Howard marry Ginger Rogers? 

Howard just somehow never seemed to get 
around to it, although he was married once. 

That was in his teens and her name was Ella 
Rice. She was little and a dynamo and as Texan 
and almost as rich as Howard--in fact at the 
time they were married she wads richer. Also 
they tell me she was as sot in her ways as Howard, 
making two immovable bodies in one family. 

Her accent, when she was excited or riled, 
which she was sometimes, was much more Texan 
than his. In spite of her pint size she could 
break a broncho, run a factory, and knew every- 
body, rich or poor, in the Lone Star State where 
she and Howard Hughes had been born only a 
few months and a few blocks apart. 

Once in the early days of their first visit to 
California, at a party Mickey Neilan or someone 
was trying to persuade Howard to buy a studio, 
or a movie company or a story or something. 
Howard, always slow and cagey in any deal and 
just as deaf as he wanted to be, was taking it easy 
when little Mrs. Hughes spoke up and said, “Quit 
stalling—if you don’t buy it, I will.” Howard 
heard her all right. He said, “I’ll buy it.” And did. 

Two characters like that aren’t often broken 
to double harness. Although it had seemed an 
ideal marriage of childhood sweethearts whose 
families were friends and whose interests were 
identical, after a while Ella packed up her ex- 
tensive and elegant wardrobe and went back to 
Houston. There she got a divorce and remarried 
happily. Her interest in the famed Rice Institute 
of Texas sometimes crossed Rer former hus- 
band’s inventive trail, but nobody ever classified 
Howard as a man who ever looked back. 

A friend of mine in Houston who Knew How- 
ard and Ella when they were teen-agers told me 
that Ella Rice once said, “Howard is the only man 
in the world who can literally and actually think 
about just one thing at a time. He has no small 
talk. When he has something he wants to talk 
about, he talks about that and nothing else. Other- 
wise, he keeps quiet. That may make him a 
great man but not such a good husband.” 

A girl he “went with” in Hollywood for almost 
a year says that the one essential qualification 
for getting along with Howard Hughes was not to 
bother him-—a qualification often outside the 
power of most women. About the time this girl 
was Howard’s constant companion, a well-known 
movie star, who must here be nameless as you 
will see, was putting on quite a campaign for 
top billing in Howard’s romantic life. She did all 
the things movie stars are supposed to do-cling- 
ing negligees, exotic perfumes, music vamping 
till ready, vintage champagne, lights low. In fact, 
the works. She also had much to offer in the way 
of beauty and appearance and she was expert 
at offering it. 


Rut her technique was all wrong for multi- 
millionaire Hughes. 

There were moments when Howard could be 
thoughtful, considerate, even tender, so girls tell 
me who have known him very well. 

“He sends flowers when. he thinks of it and 
has charming manners when he remembers to 
use them,” they said. “But in the majority of 
cases he wants one thing only from a girl- 
companionship.” 

In’ Ida Lupino’s case the Hughes romance 
broke up, so I am told, because she handed him 
a dose of his own medicine—-she moved so fast 
he never could find her when he wanted to 
and he didn’t like it. 

There were two cases only, I think, in which he 
wanted more than that. Billie Dove and Kath- 
arine Hepburn. 

Billie Dove came to Hollywood from the Fol- 
lies. Her beauty was greater than the black-and- 
white films of her day could ever record. It still

In the beginning, Billie wasn’t mach interested 
in the tall, silent, gangling young man from. the 
wide open spaces who became her shadow. /)- 
thotigh he was already talked about in the avia- 
tion world and the oil business, he was by no 
means the fabulous Howard Hughes of today. 
He followed Billie Dove everywhere and I can 
say with truth that his heart was in his burning 
dark eyes when he looked at her because I sa’ 
it there. Wherever you happened to be with Billie, 
who was then a star, you were apt to hear an 
airplane motor and: young Hughes would drop 
out of the sky onto a. pasture or a hilltop. 

At first, Billie used to laugh about it—in a 
nice way, for Billie was as sweet as she was 
beautiful. But young Hughes was so big an! 
skinny and shy and silent, he wore such ru 
pled shiny blue suits and always needed a haircui, 
he never exactly mixed with the brilliant crowd 
of movie personalities around Billie, he just stoo 
around with his chin sunk on his collar, shyly 
smiling. 

The rest of us might just as well have been 
on Mars for all he knew or cared. After a while, 
though, Billie stopped laughing. When Howard 
appeared, she was sort of thoughtful, and quieter 
than usual, for Billie was a very quiet girl hersel!. 


OU see, Howard Hughes had to be a powerfu! 

man. A man doesn’t break ‘round-the-world 
airplane records, hold half the world’s speed rec. 
ords, run huge factories single-handed, survive at 
19 in the battle-royal of American business, walk 
away from half-a-dozen crackups and defeat cer- 
tain death unless he has force and power inside 
him. A lot of that has been obscured in Hughes’ 
case by all this chit-chat about his #emers a play- 
boy. by the fact that nine lines have been printed 
about his girl-chasing or being chased by girls to 
one about his command of men and money and 
his extraordinary achievements, and a lot of that 
was his own fault. 

But Floward Hughes, for all his shyness and 
all his peculiarities, remains one of the strongest 
and most vfrile and most masculine men I have 
ever met. He always had it the same way Gary 
Cooper has it. 

So that finally it began to look as though 
Billie had succumbed to his long pursuit, as 
though she had fallen in love with him—and 
looking back I am sure she had. 

About that time she went to New York and 
Howard flew after her. Most of us expected 
there’d be a wedding party soon. 

But, as you know, there wasn’t.

ORKMEN recently came up- 

on one of the most surpris 

ing discoveries of our time 
while lowering the floor of the crypt 
of the great Cathedral of St. Peter in 
Rome, to provide more burial space 
for Popes and royal personages. 

Directly under the crypt they 
found an old Roman cemetery, with 
pagan and Christian tombs placed 
side by side. 

According to the evidence, these 
believers and non-believers had been 
buried some time between the middle 
of the second and the end of the third 
century A. D., long after the martyr- 
dom of the Apostles, Peter and Paul. 

Numerous deities, worshiped by 
the early Romans, are portrayed on 
the newly. discovered tombs beneath 
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st. Peter’s. There is, however, no 
record of the racketeer officials who 
reportedly collected the- tithes and 
the sacrifices at the shrines of these 
gods. Pagan worship in the great em- 
pire was complicated. 

The simple household gods of 
every family were easily propitiated 
with offerings of fruits, flowers, in- 
cense and cakes, but a sheep or an 
Ox might be exacted as a sacrifice to 
Jupiter, the sky-god, or Mars, the god 
of agriculture and war, Two rams 
might be the price one paid to Apollo 
for temporary assurance of good 
health, or to Dionysus for a superior 
wine harvest. 

Yet, the priest who tended the 
ritual might accept the sheep, the 
oxen and the rams, and make an of-

fering of nothing more than the 
hooves or some hair. With hundreds 
of pagan shrines in the ancient city 
of Rome, it was possible for an un. 
scrupulous pagan priesthood to col- 
lect a great deal of personal wealth. 
' It was to these worshipers of ex- 
pensive mythological gods that St. 
Paul and St. Peter came, offering 
very little, at a very small price. 

All they brought to Rome was a 
promise of Everlasting Life. Its 
price was Faith. 

Many Romans came to believe. 
But the way of the Christians was 
hard. Converts frequently found their 
only safety in the dank catacombs. 

The riotous Emperor Nero con- 
demned a multitude of believers, as 
if they were criminals, to gladiatorial 
combat and fighting with wild beasts 
for the amusement of the patricians. 

At the great Circus built by the in 
sane Caligula who ruled before him, 
Nero enjoyed alike the thrills of the 
chariot races and the sight of the 
persecution of men and women, 

It once was believed that the 
Cathedral of St. Peter actually stands 
on the old Circus grounds; the spot 
where, according to tradition, St. 
Peter was tortured to death as leader 
of the Christians. 

Now an inscription found on one 
of the tombs expresses the dead man’s 
desire to be buried “in the Vatican 
near the Circus.” 

Since no sign of the amusement 
arena has emerged during the exca- 
vation archeologists offer the _ sur- 
prising suggestion that Caligula’s 
great race track was not at the site 
of the Cathedral but near by.

The Law Recognizes 
the Alcoholic as a Sick 
Man, But Holds That 
the Man Who Drinks 
by Choice Ought to 
Pay for His Folly.

IKE a man struggling 

quicksand Allen G. Lynch, bril- 

liant University of Pittsburgh 
law student and successful attorney, 
cured himself of aicoholism. 

fully recovered and thoroughly 
aware of the risk in an alcoholie 
escape from reality, he stood one day 
in 1940 in his physician’s office, ready 
to resume his place in the world. 

“At that point he could abstain 
from drinking—he knew the problem 
and he knew the results,” Dr. Edward 
Ek. Mayer, the physician recently told 
an Allegheny County Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, which subsequently ruled 
that disability benefits from Lynch's 
insurance policy could not be col- 
lected because in again becoming an 
alcoholic he was the victim of “self- 
inflicted” injury. 

Dr. Mayer is professor of psychi- 
atry at the University of Pittsburgh 
and director of the Mental Clinic of 
Pittsburgh’s Department of Health. 

Following that hopeful day in Dr. 
Mayer's office, Lynch did not abstain. 
By 1942 he was hopelessly mired 
and, now, in 1947, he is a recluse on 
a friend’s farm tending livestock. 

The problem is not a new one, yet 
the case of Lynch has focused at- 
tention once again on the alcoholic. 
Mrs. Anna Lynch, his estranged wife, 
sued to compel the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company of New York to 
award disability benefits under poli 
cies issued on her husband, 

The disability, she said, was chronic 
alcoholism. 

The, policies provided the payment 
of monthly benefits should he be- 
come totally and permanently dlis- 
abled, unless the disability was self- 
inflicted. After hearing Dr, Mayer’s 
testimony, the court refused to grant 
the claim. 

In Pennsylvania 
Judge Claude T.’ Reno upheld 
finding. He declared: 

“Man drinks because he desires, 
intends, wills to experience the ef- 
fects of drink...If a sane man 
chooses to loose destructive forces 
upon himself, the law will not relieve 
him of his folly.” 

In upholding the insurance com- 
pany’s defense, Judge Reno decided 
that Lynch knew the danger if he 
continued to drink, but nevertheless 
did not abstain, making the disability 
a self-inflicted one. 

According to‘John Kelly, Mutual’s 
lawyer, the Lynch ruling does not 
set up a precedent. 

“It means,” he said, “only that in 
Lynch’s case the alcoholism which 
disabled him was self-inflicted. We 
have paid many policies on alcoholics 
and will pay more in the future.” 

However, Dr. Robert Felix, chief 
of the U. S. Public Health Service's 
mental hygiene division, said, “This 
is a most sad and unfortunate de- 
cision and contrary to the best ac- 
cepted psychiatric thinking. I fee! 
that if this philosophy were adopted 
in cases of chronic alcoholism it 
would set psychiatry as well as medi- 
cine back a generation.”

Reeves declared that life in- 
Surance companies are abreast of 
medical progress. ‘“Twenty-five years 
ago we would. probably resist the 
collection of an award for alcoholism 
under a disability clause. But now

Alcoholism has always clouded in- 
surance claims. ‘The Association of 
Casualty and Surety Executives be 
lieves that the decision is in line with 
judicial thinking in accident and 
health insurance. 

“We insure against known risks 
and are not liable because some fool 
takes risks that cause accidents 
when drinking. In general, anyone 
under the influence of alcoho! is not 
covered by accident insurance.”

tion of his judgment, “The plain and 
literal meaning of the policies is that 
they provide protection against mis- 
fortunes, not misdeeds.” 

Insurance executives raised the 
question of public policy. “If we paid 
out on all cases of alcoholic disability, 
would we not. be encouraging a man 
to drink by guaranteeing his ecohomic 
safety? A man could insure himself 
and drink safely knowing that.when 
he was no longer able to work, the 
policy would support him.” 

More spectacular than Lynch's 
case was a Claim heard in the Fed- 
eral District Court in Miami, Fla., 
a few years ago. 

In this case, the insured knew that 
when he was drunk, he frequently 
did irrational things. Nevertheless, 
one night he drank himself into a 
State of insensibility and sought to 
enter a neighbor’s house to avenge 
a grievance. He was trying to batter 
down the door, threatening violence 
when the owner shot him. The in- 
sured man died, and his heirs sued to 
collect on his accident policy. 

The Federal court — held, 
one familiar with the effects 


uor consciously and knowingly be- 
gins the consumption of liquor, such 
action...sets in motion instrumen- 
talities which, he should have known 
at the beginning, are often calculated 
to result accidentally in death and 
bodily injury. His drunkenness and 
his death were not the result of an 
accident.” 

In spite of these decisions, the 
findings. of modern medicine have 
been taken into account by the in. 
surance companies,. whose medical 
directors have been carrying out in 
dependent studies of the effects of 
alcoholism. They agree generally that 
alcoholism is a disease. 

Thus, insurance offers no haven 
for those who seek to drink safely, 
but the unfortunates who can no 
more resist drinking liquor’ than 
others can resist a cold will not be 
unnecessarily punished for a weak- 
ness which they cannot control. 

As for Lynch, the once brilliant 
lawyer, he tends his livestock, virtu- 
ally forgotten. The court record even 
notes that no one knows whether 
he still drinks.

UITE a few Hollywood stars 

who have been masquerading 

as corporations have decided 
to stop being corporations and just 
be stars again.

Now the 
United States Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau says: “You can’t do that.” It 
means that a group of actors, pro- 
ducers, directors and writers can’t 
form a corporation merely to pro- 
duce one picture, then dissolve the 
corporation, whack up the profits 
and, by paying a corporation tax, 
avoid paying a much higher personal 
income tax. 

Uncle Sam takes as much as 90 
per cent of some of Hollywood’s big- 
ger pay checks. He can take only 25 
per cent if the income is reported as 
a capital gain, the way it’s listed if 
you’re a dissolving corporation. 

The movie people hit upon the in- 
corporation gimmick in the income 
tax law after they’d seen a few

Joseph Nunan, Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, with a staff of aides 
from Washington, moved in on Holly- 
wood. 

After that, in some of the biggest 
houses, the butlers pulled down the 
shades. The masters and mistresses 
had heard a Bureau of Internal 
Revenue spokesman speak. 

The bureau representative said: 
“Hollywood people have been form- 
ing separate corporations for each 
picture produced to scale down their 
income tax payments. Each corpora- 
tion is dissolved after the picture is 
released, and —— are paid

liquidating dividends. 

“The bureau has ruled that 
incorporations and liquidations are 
not usual business transactions and 
that dividends should be considered 
as Salaries. This would make the pay- 
ments subject to regular income 
taxes which range up to a high of 
90 per cent.”

, The Self-Acclaimed War Hero Shot the Hold-Up 
Man Dead in the Vestibule, but His Wife Was 
Also Killed in the Affray. 
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By Peter Levins 


HE Chicago papers were full of the story on 
Tine morning of June 22, 1920. 

On the previous evening, the newspapers 
reported, one Carl Wanderer and his bride, Ruth, 
who was soon to bear him a child, had attended 
a movie (The Sea Wolf) at the Pershing Theatre, 
and they had returned home at about 9 o’clock. 

As they entered the vestibule of their residence, 
an apartment building on North Campbell ave., 
they had heard a man say, “Don’t turn on the 
light! Throw up your hands!” 

Wanderer, a war veteran who had served 
overseas as a lieutenant in a machine-gun bat- 
talion, had disobeyed. He had drawn his 
service revolver and slain the fellow. 

But Mrs. Wanderer also was slain. 

The reports stated that when the first 
policeman arrived he found Wanderer rain- 
ing blows on the face of his assailant, al- 
ready dead of four bullet wounds. Mrs. 
Wanderer had been carried upstairs to the’ 
apartment she and Carl shared with her 
mother, Mrs. Eugenia Johnson. With her 
last breath she had sobbed: 

“My baby is dead! Mama, mama!” 

There was a basket in the sunroom of 
the flat—a beribboned basket which con- 
tained garments for the infant who would 
never now be born. 

“Ruth went ahead of me when we 
reached the house,” said Wanderer, a 
reddish-haired, well-built man of 25, who 
worked in his father’s meat market on 
North Western Ave. “She opened the outer 
door and I heard her fumbling with the 
keys. I said, ‘What’s the matter, honey, 
can’t you open it?’ She said, ‘Sure I can. 

I’ll just have to turn on the light.’ Then 
we heard a man’s voice, and right after 
that he fired twice.” 

Wanderer covered his face as he con- 
tinued. “I heard Ruth whisper, “The baby!’ 
I saw her fall. And it was then I jerked 
out my gun and shot it out with the fellow. 
I got him but—oh, God, why didn’t I get 
him sooner!” 

“How come you were carrying a gun?” 
asked Sgt. John Norton of the homicide 
squad, 

“IT was held up last December and 
robbed of $900. It was my father’s money. 

I decided -that—well, I decided I’d better 
carry a gun.” 

He patted his service revolver, a sou- 
pg fi - the war, which bore the initials 
“LS 

A gun had been found near the slain 
hold-up man. This, too, was an Army re- 
volver, of the same type and caliber as 
Wanderer’s. It carried the serial number 
C-2282. 

The shabbily dressed hold-up man could 
not be identified. In one of his pockets 
was an employe card issued to “E. Mas- 
ters” by the John Robinson Circus, but no 
one connected with the circus world could 
give a name to the “ragged stranger,” as 
he came to be called. A chauffeur’s button 
of Union Local 906, found in his lapel, led nowhere. 

“Do you think the man could have been an old 
swéetheart of Mrs. Wanderer?” Norton asked. 

“No. She had no sweethearts,” Wanderer 
replied... “There was never anyone but me.” 


THE coroner’s jury brought in a verdict against 
the hold-up man, temporarily tabbed as “John 
Doe.” It also offered its condolences to the young 
husband who had so bravely drawn his gun. 
Wanderer, meanwhile, modestly told of fighting 
in the Argonne, of slaying numerous Germans, of 
winning the Croix de Guerre and the D. S. C. 

“We mourn our daughter,” said Ruth’s parents, 
“but we rejoice in so heroic a son.” 

Arthur Brisbane, the editor, and his managing 
editor of Mr. Hearst’s Chicago Herald and Exami- 
ner were in San Francisco attending the Demo- 
cratic national convention which nominated James 
Cox for President. Brisbane telegraphed the 
editor in charge of the Chicago paper. “There is 
something suspicious about the Wanderer story.” 

The managing editor of the Chicago paper also 
sent a telegram to the Chicago editor in charge: 
“Experience over a léng period of time leads us 
to suspect that Carl Wanderer is not a hero but 
a murderer and that he murdered his wife. Do 
not fall for his phony story before you put ade- 
quate investigators at work on Wanderer’s past.” 

The editor in charge of the Chicago paper 
wired back: 

“In spite of your suspicions, Wanderer appears 
to be a great hero. Today he was honored by the 
Mayor before a throng at the City Hall.” 

From San Francisco the managing editor 
wired the editor in charge, “Put Harry Romanoff 
to work on Wanderer and learn the truth. We 
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first took out the gun. 


still believe he is a murderer.” 

Within five days Harry Romanoff found in 
a bedroom drawer in Carl Wanderer’s house hun- 
dreds of photographs showing a young girl and 
pieces of letters torn in bits. These, when pasted 
together, revealed they were love letters to a 
young girl. 

Investigation further revealed that her name 
was Miss Julia Schmitt, 16-year-old school girl 
whom Wanderer had courted as a single man. 
They located other girls. Soon the “model hus- 
band,” who had averred that he never drank, 
never smoked, and never went out with other 
women, stood revealed as a philanderer.

stated that Wanderer had never been decorated 
for daring deeds on the field of battle. 

Then, from the records of the manufacturer, it 
was learned that the gun bearing serial number 
C-2282 had been consigned to the sporting goods 
store of Von Lengerke and Antoine in Chicago, 
and the store’s books showed that it had been sold 
in 1913 to a John Hoffman. 

Hoffm was traced to his home on the north 
side by reporters and police. 

“I did own such a gun at one time,” Hoffman 
Said, “but I sold it to Fred Wanderer.” 

Fred Wanderer was Carl Wanderer’s cousin. 
He gave the gun one look when he was found 
and said it was his. 

“Who had it last?” Sergeant Norton inquired.

“When did he borrow it?” 

Fred’s eyes widened. “The day of the shooting 


Norton sought out Carl and asked for an | 


explanation. Car] had one. 

“It’s true I had both guns on me,” he said, 
“but I didn’t tell you that in the first place be- 
cause I didn’t want to involve Fred. Here’s what 
really happened: 

“IT borrowed Fred’s gun to repair it. That 
night in the hallway my house key was in the 
same pocket with Fred’s revolver. When I 
reached for the key, 1 couldn’t get it out until I 
The bandit grabbed the 
guh, and I had to draw my own gun.” 

Ballistics experts tested the two guns and dis- 
covered that the hold-up man and Ruth Wanderer 
had both been slain with the same weapon. 

Then, police established that the revolver 
found near the ragged stranger actually was Wan- 
derer’s and that the one used to commit the dou- 
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ble murder was the weapon Wanderer had bor- 
rowed from his relative. 

They accused him of the crime. 

“How can anyone say that I killed my wife?” 
he exclaimed. “I was crazy about her!” 

“We've come to the conclusion,” Sergeant 
Norton :told him, “that you planned to commit a 
perfect crime. But you lost your head at the 
crucial moment, and used only one gun.” 

The suspect was turned over to State’s Attor- 
ney Maclay Hoyne and various other officials. 
They questioned him for 16 hours. Using psy- 
chological tactics, some reviled him, others treated 
him sympathetically, others suggested that he 
confess and thereby make atonement for his sin. 

“How can you accuse me of committing 
such a crime?” he kept saying. “How 
could I be such a fiend as to kill my wife 
and my unborn child?” 

“There is no other solution,” State’s 
Attorney Hoyne replied. “You*wanted to 
be free of your wife. You didn’t want to 


be tied down. You wanted to get back into 
the Army. So you picked up some bum 
and staged a holdup. You intended to use 
two guns but in the excitement of the 
moment you failed to do that.” 


Bit by bit the suspect made admissions. 

Yes, he’d become tired of matrimony. 
Yes, he wanted to get back into the Army. 

“You persuaded Ruth to withdraw from 
the bank the sum of $1,500 she had saved,” 
Hoyne said. “Relatives saw the money 
in a bureau drawer the morning after Ruth 
died. That money has since disappeared. 
You had murder in your mind when you 
had your wife get that money!” 

Wanderer began to tell a straight story. 

“IT told Ruth we’d buy a home,” he said. 
“The money was to be a down payment. 
But I didn’t intend to buy any home. I 
figured on having a good time.” 

He related that he had picked out a 
bum at Madison and Halsted sts., heart of 
the flophouse district, and told him that he 
wanted to stage a mock holdup to impress 
his wife with his courage. 

“TI gave him a dollar and a quarter,” 
Wanderer continued. “I didn’t give hima 
gun. I said that wouldn’t be necessary— 
he could just pretend to have one. I gave 
him the address of the house and told him 
to be there in the hallway at 9 o’clock. I 
told him my wife had a wad of bills.” 

So Carl Wanderer was held for murder, 
while the “poor boob,” as he called his 
unfortunate decoy, remained unidentified. 
The man was finally buried in Glen Oak 
Cemetery through the generosity of a 
saloon keeper named Barney Clamage. For 
a While a cross stood over the grave 
inscribed: 


Here Lies 
The 
Ragged Stranger 


As for Wanderer, he asserted he wanted 
to be hanged as soon as possible. But like 
many a murderer before and since, he changed 
his mind about that, and when he went on trial 
before Judge Hugo Pam, on Oct. 4, 1920, he repu- 
diated his confession and his attorneys argued 
that he must have been insane at the time of the 
double killing. The jury came to a peculiar conclu- 
sion. It returned a verdict of guilty on Oct. 28, 
with a recommendation of a sentence of 25 years. 
It explained that it believed Wanderer to be insane 
but feared he might regain his liberty under such 
a verdict, so had decided to find him sane. 
Judge Pam excoriated the jury for its strange 
logic, and the morning Herald & Examiner came 
out with a photograph of the jury, captioned: 
“A Dozen Soft-Boiled Eggs.” The paper also 
published the name, address and telephone number 
of each juror. 


ANDERER had not been tried for both kill- 

ings in the one trial. He had been tried only 
for the murder of his wife. He went on trial for 
the murder of “the ragged stranger’ on March 1, 
1921, and this time the jury decided that he should 
be hanged. 

As he stood on the scaffold at the old Criminal 
Court Building on the morning of Sept. 30, 1921, 
Wanderer had the poor taste to sing a maudlin 
ballad to the wife he had slain. 


“Old gal, old pal, you left me al? alone— 
“Old gal, old pal, I'm just:a rolling stone— 
“Old pal, why don't you answer me?” 


The rope cut short his senseless serenade.

In nature the animals, 
birds and reptiles work hard 
for a living. In a Zoo it is 
handed to them on a silver 
platter. Everything is kept 
sanitary by their servants, 
employed to see that they 
have enough of the things 
that are best for them. 

If an animal doesn’t like 
the menu, it won’t eat. No 
amount of persuasion will 
convince a haughty chim- 
panzee that carrots are as 
good as apples or bananas. 

The wisdom of a Solomon 
often is needed to decide 
what should be done about 
an animal which refuses to 
accept her offspring as her 
own. There are cats that 
turn on their young to kill 
and eat them, bears that 
tire of the enforced hiberna- 
tion necessary for a cub 
and push it out through the 
bars to die of hunger... 


SPIDER monkey that 

has lived in the zoe since 
she was a baby recently re- 
fused to have anything to 
do with her offspring. She 
dragged it around the floor 
for a few minutes after it 
was born until she was free 
of it. Then she swung’blithe- 
ly to the top of her cage*and 
settled down’*as though the 
whining, dirty, long-tailed, 
spider-legged mite was no 
concern of hers.

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FRICOT WITH POLENTA A LA COMO 
By PERRY COMO 
{N OUR family we're particularly partial to well-seasoned 
food. Proper application of spices can make all the dif. 
ference between just a main dish and a dinner we look 


forward to eagerly. 
One of 


our favorite dishes 


is fricot with polenta. 


The sharp spicy fricot adds just the proper contrast to 


the polenta, and served with 
a dry red wine it makes a 
really excellent dinner. 
The preparation requires 
fairly constant attention, 
but it’s not difficult. 
I make it this way: 
1% Ibs. veal, cut into 1%” 
cubes" 
large onion, diced 
whole garlic cloves 
tbsps. tomato paste 
Parsley (5 or 6 sprigs 
chopped) 
whole bay leaves 
tsp. rosemary leaves 
Salt and pepper to taste 
large carrots, Quartered 
large potatoes (cut into 
large cubes) 
small can peas 
2 tbsps. butter 
Saute the meat, garlic, 
parsley and spices in butter, 
add salt and pepper. Sim- 
mer % hour with lid on. 
Mix the tomato paste in 
cup of water, then add to 
meat mixture. Let simmer 
another % hour. Then add 
carrots and potatoes and 
enough water to almost 
cover. Cook over slow fire 
about 20 minutes; add peas, 
continue cooking for 20 
minutes more or until done. 
Start the polenta just 
after adding vegetables to 
the fricot.

Stir constantly 
while over fire and add 
corn meal, a little at a 
time, scraping the pot to 
prevent sticking at the bot 
tom. The polenta should 
have the consistency of 
mush; add more corn meal 
if necessary. Be careful to 
add corn meal very slowly 
and keep stirring. A con- 
stant boil should be main- 
tained. 

Place polenta in large cas- 
serole and top with fricot.

OW many rug style fea- 

' tures can you list? Of 
course, fashions in rugs 
aren't as noticeable as 
clothes fashions and they 
don’t fluctuate with the 
same remarkable rapidity, 
but there are definite trends 
to look for. Such things 
as color, texture, pattern, 
and wearability are  con- 
stantly being changed and 
improved. 

Rug manufacturers are 
now showing their new 
1947 line—-the first impor- 
tant collections since the 
end of the war—and they 
should be in good supply at 
retail stores by the middle 
of summer. 


Color 


HE new color to watch is 

gray. Not the bluish gray 
or pinkish gray you are 
used to, but a clear-toned, 
ashy gray that combines 
with anything.

Sis 1s being placed on 
texture in the new rugs. 
This is a very good trend, 
for it points up the natural 
beauty of the,material it- 
self. 

Textured effects are 
achieved in several ways. A 
particularly handsome rug 
is constructed with loops 
on four levels. Others are 
made with a combination of 
loop and sheared yarns, or 
plain and twrsted yarns. 
Still others are — carved, 
sculptured, or embossed in 


effect. This is achieved by 
skipping a row around the 
pattern, making it stand 
out as though it were 
etched. 

Most of these textured 
rugs are of only one color, 
but beeause of their con. 
struction, the play of light 
and shadow often gives 
them a two-toned effect. 


Pattern 


HARMING 18th century 
fidrals are coming back 
again in larger, bolder pate 
terns. One of the nicest 
examples of this idea is a 
rug which has large roses, 
widely spaced, over a gray 
ground. Other 18th century 
patterned rugs have mottled 
backgrounds which give a 
feeling of texture. 
Buying a Rug

that one which looks bright 
in the store will soften sev- 
eral shades as it is used.

A ehemical process per- 
fected by one manufacturer 
insures that the curl will 
remain in a twist pile no 
matter hew many times it 
is cleaned or shampooed. 

Another interesting fea- 
ture which has been devel- 
oped is a type of weave 
which allows easy repairs 
of a damaged spot. The 
spot can be cut out and a 
fresh piece substituted 
without the patched place 
being noticeable.
